Out of the total number treated during the 
ar (which the Lieutenant-Governor observes is 
3,786, or 203 less than the total number of ad- 
missions) 2,822 have been returned as cured and 
818 relieved, 

3. Of the operations for cataract a pereentare 
of 53:01 have resulted in eure, while in addition 
to this twenty-one, or one-fourth of the whole 
number, have obtained relief from the operation. 

4. Tt now appears that there was a very 
importint error in the calenlation which Dr. 
Archer made last year of the percentage of enres 
to operations. He gave a pereentago of eight 
three cures as the result of his operations for that 
year; but it appears that out of a total of seventy. 
six operations twenty-six were entered in the 
Hospital Book as “no better,” and eighteen as 
« yelieved,” leaving only thirty-three cures, or a 
percentage of 42° cures on the whole number of 
operations. The percentage of cighty-three cures 
appeared to the Lieutenant-Governor such a 
remarkable success, that in the Resolution on last 
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year’s Report he noticed it as “a new feature in 
the history of Opthalmic Surgery in this country,” 
and had the entry been accurate the novelty of 
such success would have been indisputable. 

5. The Lieutenant-Governor fully concurs in 
Dr. Macnamara’s remarks regarding the neces- 
sity of entering in the kooks all patients whether 
coming for the treatment of eye diseases or of 
those of the ear, 

6. With regard to the remarks of Dr. Macna- 
mara and of the Principal Inspector-General, 
Medieul Department, onche unsuitableness of the 
present apartments for tke purposes of an Eye 
Infirmary, the Lieutenant-(sovernor takes this

2. Tt was but natural that an undertaking so 
novel in its character, and hardly understood by 
those for whose more immediate benefit it is 
intended, should be at the commencement beset 
with many difticultics; the Committee, however, 
felt convinced that if the reul scope and object 
of the Exhibition were fully explained, and thes 
hearty co-operation of Native Landholders enlist- 
ed, a successful result of this first experiment 
might confidently be expeeted. 


8. With this aim steadily in view printed 
copies of Prize Lists in English, Oordoo, and 
Bengalee were forwarded to each of the Local 
Committees for distribution. English Prize Lists 
and the Rules attached to them were likewise for- 
warded to the Governments of Madras, Bombay, 
Ceylon, the North-Western Provinces, the Punjab, 
and to the Commissioner of Oude, and care was 
taken to make the proposed Exhibition known in 
England to many of the principal manufacturers 
of Agricultural Machinery. In order to give 
every possible publicity large hand-bills have been 
printed in English, Oordoo, and Bengalec, copies 
of which, through the courtesy of the Agent of 
the Eastern Bengal Railway and the Traffic Mana- 

er of the East Indian Hailway Company, have 
Bien conspicuously posted ati every Railway Station 
on their respective Bee, and a Notification con- 
taining all details as to articles admissible at the 
Exhibition, with the number and value of the 
Prizes offered for each description, lias been sent to 
the Secretaries to the Governments ‘of Madras, 
Ceylon, Bombay, the North-Western Provinces, 
the Punjab, aid.to the.

} 4. The Committee je much indsbted to Mou. 
vie Abdoo! Lutecf and Abdoor Ruivoof, discourses; 
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relative to the undertaking having been prepared 
Dy them in the Vernacular and printed for distri- 
bution among Zemindars; and the Local Com- 
mittees have been requested to spare no pains in 
fally explaining to the influential Residents and 
Landholders of their Districts the objects for 
which the Exhibition was determined upon, and 


the benefits which must resalt therefrom to all, 


directly or indirectly, interested in the progress 
and improvement of agricultural pursuits in this 
country. 


5. The Committee has now the satisfaction 
to state that its endeavors to create an interest 
in the proposed undertaking have becn perfectly 
successful. The proceedings of the Local Com- 
mittees, which find a permanent record in their 
publication in the Government Gazette, bear not 
only ample testimony to the spirit in which the 
requisitions of the Central Committee have been 
received, but. they also afford a pleasing proof of 
the support held out to the undertaking by the 
offer on the, part of private individuals of extra 
prizes, aggregating up to the present moment 
nearly Rupees 12,000. 


6. The several Governments above referred to 
have promised every support in their power, and 
the Chief Commissioner of Oude has intimated 
that a collection of the agricultural produets, &e., 
of Oude will he forwarded to the fortheoming 
Exhibition under the special charge of Dr. Bona- 
vin, Advices have also been received from Eng- 
land of the ‘despatch of a variety of machinery 
which is to be exhibited on behalf of the manu- 
facturers through their Local Agents in Calcatta. 

7. The question as to the probable support

on the day when the Judges are to pronounce 
their awards. Arrangements have therefore been 
made for assigning special localities to the different, 
descriptions of machinery. Fixed steam machiner: 
will be in one part of the Yard, Hydraulic ma: 
chines close to the tanke, whilst a distinct plot 
of ground is allotted to such as is worked by 
cattle. To admit of practical trials of .all such 
agricultural machines as are moving by their own 
steam power a special slip of land verging om 
the southern part of the Maidan has been selected.

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contract. The contract will stipulate the quantity 
and quality of food for each ani nal according tol 
samples ‘in the Cinnmittee’s possession, and these 
details will he printed in English and the Verna- 
cular on cards, one of which will be banded to 
each servant in charge of cattle, so that he may 
know exactly what he is entitled to receive from 
the contractor. 

18. Conservancy,—Arrangements have likewise 
heen made for the proper conservancy of * the 
Show Yard, The sheds in which animals are 
exhibited will be cleaned twice a day, and the 
Magistrate of the 24-Pergunnahs has kindly pro- 
misod to have carts in attendance to remove stable 
Jitter and other refuse every morning and evening. 
‘All such sheds are being provided with draing 
and u pump will be sot up near the large tank 
pupply water for flushing them. : 

19. Moodie Shops.—As it is possible that there 
will bea large namber of attendants coming in 
charge of Cattle and Implements from the Pro- 
vinces who may be strangers in Calcutta, it ap- 
peared to the Committee desirable that provision 
should be made for eocuring to them the means of 
obtaining their daily requirements of food at a 
convenient place and at fixed rates, 80 as to protect 
them against extortion. The pieco of ground 
which soomed admirably suited for this purpose is 
that to the west of the Show Yard and on the 
other side of the Allipore road. The Committee 
therefore applied to Brigadier-General Showers, 
©. 5, Who at once complied with the request, and 
obligingly placed at the disposal of the Committeo 
a large slip of the Allipore parade ground, with 
the pormission to erect Moodie Shops thereon, 
‘The ground has since been measured, and whilst 
admitting of the construction of shops on cither 
side, will still leave in the centre ample room for a 
double line of carriages, and thus be the means

20. Tickete—To guard against’ pressure of 
work at the last moment it appeared desirable 
that several of the minor details should st once 
be carried out. Tickets of admission to. the Ex- 
hibition have therefore already been printed, and 
arrangements made for their sale a fortnight prior 
to. the oponiag of the Exhibition, . The Tickets 
to admit, exhibitors’ ‘servants are likewise roady, 





and those which will have to be attached to each 
specimen on view, with the details prawcribed by 
tho rules of the Prize. List, are in the Printer’s 
hands, so that only the blanks will have to be 
filled up on the reesipt’ of Returns from Local 
Committees. ry 

21. 16 is impossible at the present stage of 
proceedings to eay what will actually be exhibited 
at the Show, as much depends upon the size of 
the various machines offered for exhibition, and 
the space required for them. The Committee may, 
however, mention that, judging from communica. 
tions already received from intending exhibitors 
both in India and from England, the whole of 
the space that has been marked out on the Plan 
for various purposes will be all taken up, 

2. Bearing in mind that the forthcoming 
Exhibition is 9 strictly agricultural one, the 
Committee has been obliged to decline several 
prizes offered by private individuals for mannface 
tured goods. Specimens of silk or cotton cloth 
are only admissible as samples of the superior 
quality of fabric obtainable from a partionlar kind 
of raw silk or cotton, but the prizes can pnly be 
awarded to the produce itself, and notito the 
article manufactured therefrom. 

23. In only two instances bas the policy of the 
Rule, which provides that each specimen ef Live 
Stock, or Machinery, or Produce intended for 
exhibition should be the property of the exhibitor, 
or be the produce of bis Estate, beon questioned, 
on the ground that this might deter many people 
from contributing some really fine specimens 
which they might obtain on loan and forward to 
the Exhibition at their own expense. Consider- 
ing that the avowed object of the Exhibition is to 
promote improvement in the breed of eattle and 
in the productions of the soil, and to introduce 
a better class of agricultural implements, and 
seeing that the prizes have been fixed on a liberal 
seale, with the special.view of thereby affording 
to successful competitors the means of purchasing 
at the Exhibition such cattle, implements, and 
appliances by which the ‘contemplated improve. 
ment can be effected, it is clear that these objects 
would be frustrated were the prizes. awarded to 
uny one but the actual. producer himaelf.. The 
Central Committee-haa therefore declined to make 
any modification of that Rale.

Report of the Central Comin: tec on the results of the 
Bengal Agricultural Exhibition of 1864 

Tux Committee, in their Report dated the 7th 
Noveinber 1863, explained the arrangements made 
py them in furtherance of the objects of the Exhi- 
Vition, and they have now the honor to report on 
the prastical results attained. 

9. It is not. surprising that an undertaking so 
“J in its character, and depending for support 
chiclly upen a class of people who did not realise 
the trae seope and object of the Exhibition, 
ould have failed at first in ealling forth that 
ive coeoperation which the Committee were 
anxious to seeure, An impression seemed to 
prevail that one of the primary objects in view 
was to secure either donations towards tho ex- 
penses of the Show, or subscriptions of local 
prizes, and as all sums similarly contributed 
were published in.the Gazetée with the names of 
the donors, cach day’s dawk brought from the 
several Local Committers a long het of monetary 
contributors. The natural result was that ufter a 
a short time the Central Committee found them- 
selves in this difficulty, that whilst numerous 
prizes were offered for a variety of local produe- 
tions, it wae extremely doabttul whether any of 
the specimens to which such special " prizes were 
to be awarded would be fortheaning. 

3. The Central Committee, therefore, deemed 
jt a lvisable to adopt every means ‘by which the 
“erroneous impression which appeared to exist 
could be removed, and they requested the Presi- 
dents of the several Local Committees to explain 
fully to the Native gentlemen residing within 























fen Honorary Secretaries, 





their’ respective Circles thatthe primary object of 
the Exhibition was to bring together for eompari- 
son and competition from every part of the coun- 
try specimens of local productions, as well of Live 
Stock and Agricultural Produce as of Agricultural 
Implements, and that contributions of such speci- 
mens would be far more acceptable than money 
donations or subscriptions for special prizes. 

4, These efférts on the part of Local Com- 
mittees proved perfectly successful, and the 
Returns of specimens tendered for contribution 
on the part of Native producers and others were 
such that the Central Committee were under the 
necessity of making arrangements for additional 
space, in order to udmit of the exhibition of the 
varied contributions in their respective classes, 

5. In addition to the prospect of a full repree 
sentation of the products of Bengal thus secured, 
the Benares Committee intimated their intention 
of contributing a large number of Live Stoek from 
the North-Western Provinces, and lists were 
received from the Committees in British Burmah 
and Province Wellesley, comprising valuable 
contributions of both Live Stock and Agricultu- 
ral Produce which it was proposed to send’ to the 
forthooming Exhibition, Similar communications 
were feceived from Madras, and included large 
and most interesting collections of Agricultural 
Implements and Produce, us well as some Cattle 
forwarded by His Highness the Maharajah of 
‘Travancore, His Highness the Maburajah of 
Vizianagram, and several Europeen gentlemen, 
who appeared to take a lively interest in the 
undertaking, : 

6. ‘The Returns received with regard to Native 
Agricultural Implements, as well asthe applica- 
tions from local importers of English Machinery 
for allotment of space, accompanied by a fall 
description of the Machines and'Tmplemente they 
proposed exhibiting, embraced so large a number, 
and so great a variety, that, in addition to the 
space originally reserved for that Department ‘of 
the Show, it was found neccesary to appropriate 
two other sheds’ which were Titendsd ‘for the 
special accommodation of Priza-Cattle, 

7, These demunds on the space-at their dis- 
posal gave an assurance to the Committee that 
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the proposed Exhibition would consist not only of | 
a worthy representation of Agricultural Products 
of Bengwt, the North-Western Provinces, Oude, 
Madras, British Barmah, and the Straits Scttle- 
ments, and of the Agricultural Implements, &c., 
continuing in use in their countries, but that it 
would also comprise a complete collection of 
Machinery and Implements which are in common 
use in England and America with such decided 
success as to afford an undeniable proof of the 
advantages resulting from the practical applica- 
tion of modern science to the purposes of Agri- 
culture. a 

8. With such satisfactory prospects before 
them the Committee now turned their attention 
to the best moans of securing the attuinment of 
the real benefits expected to result from the first 
Bengal Agricultural Exhibition. It appeared 
that in the first place it was of paramount im- 
pértance to induce Native Agriculturists to come 
to sve the collections of products gathered from 
various parts of India and compare their respec. 
tive merits, as also the Implements used in their 
cultjvation, and to witness the improvements that 
are effected by the application 
Machines and Implements unknown to Native 
Cultivators, but already most successfully used in 
Europe. . 

@, Another and most important point was to 
induce Zemindars and otherg.1o avail themselves 
of the opportunity of comparing the Cattle bred 
in various parts of India, whether such were the 
progeny of animals peculiar to Districts, or the 
result, of cross-breeds, or imported Cattle. Consi- 
dering that in any case, in the first instance, the 

oper selection of breeding Cattle has the most 
Pennficial effvete on the proeny raised from them ; 
and secondly, that the nature of pasture available 
jn each locality exercises a powerful influence 
upon the condition of animals, and that such 
varies according to soil and atmospheric causes, 
the Exhibition would afford the means of judgine 
how far Cattle bred in one District could, in their 
opinion, thrive in another, and the extent to 
which cross-breeds, being the progeny of im- 
ported auimals, improved Local Live Stock, or 
the reverse ; and lastly, the beneficial effects on 
the young stock in breeding from properly select- 
ed Cattle as compared with the miserable results 
cuming under daily notice when breeding stock 
is carried on without any reference to the requisite 
essentials on either side. It was therefore parti- 
culartly desirable that those more indtvidually 
interested in Agricultural pursuits shonld be 
induced to come down to the Exhibition and judge 
for themeelvos. * ;

the Local Cammittees the most hearty co-opera- | 


tion endued. Zemindars from all parts of the 
country intimated their intention of visiting the 
Exhibition, and many Native gentlemen of wealth

‘Several of the most influential Talookdars of Oude 
decided ‘upon coming down to Caloutta, whilst a 
numbor of Burmese made up their mind to accom- 
pony the contributions from British Barmah to 
the forthcoming Show. Efforts were likewise 
made to vend down large numbers of Ryots at the 
expense of private individuals, whilst the British 
Indian ‘Astooiution et the example of voting a eps- 
sit sutn'to'pay for the free admission of & certain 
number of Ryots who might be disposed. to. come

to Calentta for the purpose of seeing the Exhibi. 
tion. ‘This example was soon followed by several 
Native gentlemen of this City, who forwarded 
subscriptions towards the same object. 

11. The support thus received from every 
quarter having removed any doubt that might 
have existed as to the result of the undertaking, 
the Committee, with a view to make due provi- 
sion for the requirements of every branch of the 
Exhibition, deemed it advieable that there should 
bea division of labor. Its numbers, therefore, 
constituted themselves into Sub-Committees, 
undertaking the special supervision and control 
of the following Departments, viz. :— 


The Conservancy of the Yard. 
Police arrangements. 
Machinery and Implements. 
Horses, Ponies, Asses, and Males. 
Bulls, Cows, Buflaloes, Sheep, and Gvats. 
Poultry, Pigeons, and Rabbits. 
Produce of the Soil. 
Produce of the Dairy, the Pen, and the Hive; 
and 
Decorations, Music, and Refreshments. 
But, notwithstanding this distribution of 
the Sub-Committees experienced consider- 
able difficulties in completing their arrangements 
so as to have every thing reudy on the day of 
opening. This arose chiefly from the circumn- 
stance that the bulk of the contributions from the 
several Committees dil not reach the Exhibition 
until within a few days of its opening, whilst a 
large number of articles arrived only in the course 
of the following week. Moreover many packages 
were received without any outer mark of the place 
whence sent, whilst their) contents were, in many 
instances, either indistinetly labelled, or not 
labelled at all, so that it was almost impossible 
to identify them. ‘This was more particularly the 
ease jn the Produce Department, for, as epecimens 
coulfonly be forwarded in such a manner as the 
limited means of the District allowed, some wore 
received in tin canisters, some in small buxes, and 
others in bottles, bags, jars, &e., and in a great 
many cases the original label either came off, or 
hecame quite obliterated. ‘The consequence was 
that, although after mach trouble must of the 
specimens themselves were identified, it was _im- 
possible to get any clue as to the place from which 
they bad been despatched. 

13. The Committee also made arrangements 
for the publication of a classified catalozue of all 
the contributions on view, and cach Sub-Com- 
mittee undertook the compilation of its own 
particular Section. In order. to render such 
eatalogue avuilable to visitors on the very day of 
the opening of the Exhibition, it was determined 
that the same should be compiled from the 
Returns forwarded by the several Local Com- 

















mittces in antivipation of the receipt of the 
eontributions themeelves, and be printed forth- 
with, Difficulties, however, arose witich prevent 
ed these arrangements being carried out im tu/o, 
for it was found that many of the Agricultural 
Implements entered in the Returns under a pur- 
ticular heading did not correspond with the 
classification laid down in the Committee’s Circu- 
lar, whilst severa) specimens of Live Stock, such 
as, for instance, eighty horses arrived on the last 
‘two days preceding the Exhibition, of which the 
Committee received no advice until the avimals 
were actually in the Yxbibition Yard. Others 
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again, which it was the intention of contributors 
to send to the Exhibition, were never despatched, 
or substituted by animals coming within a 
different classification. 

14, All these drawbacks necessarily delayed 
the issue of the printed catalogue, whilst that 
portion of it which related to Produce, and which 
was compiled upon the strength of Returns from 
. Local Committees, owing to the causes explained 
in a preceding paragraph, presented the singular 
anomaly that many specimens mentioned in the 
catalocue actually could not be found, whilst 
there was a variety of others of which no men- 
tion whatever was made in it. 

15. Though it is undeniable that these various 
drawbacks entailed much unnecessary trouble 
upon the several Sub-Committees, and had the 
effect of somewhat retarding the labors of the 
Judges, yet it is but fair to make due allowance 
for the difficulties which mast have been ex- 
poriencest by the several Local Committees in 
ringing together and forwarding the contribu- 
tions from their respective Districts. It must be 
remembered that in the majority of cases Tocal 
Committees had to time the despatch of the con- 
tributions from their Districts according to the 
available means of transport, and that, in most 
instances, such contributions had to be forwarded 
in the original package in which reveived. It 
was therefore impossible to avoid some confusion, 
and the same will occur even in a future, unless 
the facilities of inland transport shall have con- 
silersbly inereased, aud the means for landing 
heaty Machinery be better adapted to the require- 
ment of the occasion. 

16, The Exhibition was duly opened on the 
appointed day, and the contributions on view were 
arranged in three great Classes, wiz., Live Stock, 
Machinery and Implements, and Produce, and 
comprised —

18, In noticing the Reports of the Judges on 
their respective Sections, copies of which are an- 
nexcd to this Report, the Committee desire to 
express their senso of obligation to the gentlemen 
who so kindly undertock the duty at a very short 
notice. Though theso Reports are highly interest- 
ing and instructive, ley are not so complete as it 
is desirable they should be, inasmuch as several of 
the most important Machines, such as Cotton 
Gins, Vlour and Rice Mills, and several others, 
from unforeseen eanses, were ict in a sufliciently 
forward state to be exhibited in working order, 
and have had to We passed over by the Judges, 
In another section two of the Judges were absent, 
whilst the third one suddenly fell ill and was 
therefore unable to attend. But with these exeop- 
tions the Reports farm a valuable record of the 
merits of a number of specimens that came within 
the i ation of the Judges, and 
ions, whicli are the result of a practi- 
cal acquaintance with th: subject, will prove of 
great advantage on any future eccsion. , 

19. Before entering upon the financial results 
of the Exhibition 
the Committee wish

able aid; indeed, 
without the assist- 
ance received from them it is very doubtful 
whether a great portion of the Machines could 
have been Janded and conveyed to the Yard in 
time for the opening of the Exhibition. 

22, The various Local Committees throughout 
Bengal have exerted themselves with praiseworthy 
zeal, and the result of their exertions must be as 
gratifying to them as it is to the Committee to 
bear witness to their successful labors, 

23. It is somewhat difficult to state with ac- 
curacy the actual number of people who visited the 
Exhibition, Computing it by the sale of tickets 
of admission there must have been 42,343 paying vi- 
sitors, but this includes season ticket-holdets, who, 
it may be presumed, visited the Exhibition Yard 
more than oneé. On the last day, on which the 
visitors were admitted free of charge, an account 
was kept of those passing the entrance gates, and the 
Returns showed the surprising number of 26,419. 
It may, therefore, be safely assumed that fully 
70,000 people visited the Exhibition ; and if it be 
considered that it comprised a great number of 
Natives from the Mofussil, it affords 2 most 
undeniable proof of the interest which the under- 
taking created among a class of people to whom 
the real scope and object of the Exhibition was 
unknown, and who at first looked upon it with 
suspicion, and with an apprehension that the 
Agricultural Show was merely the cloak for devis- 
ing some means of additional taxation, or had 
some other hidden object in view. 

24. Considering the variety of classes, castes, 
and respective disposition of character of the visi- 
tors, it is extremely gratifying to the Central 
Committee to state that there was not a single 
instance in which the interference of the Police 
was required, It is true crowds very often con- 
gregated at particular places, and that in these 
places there was occasignally a great pressure, 
This was particularly the ease around the Maciiine 
Sheds, where visitors appeared to have been most 
anxious to get a sight of the practical working 
of Machines of the existence of which they had 
no previgus conception. This circumstance alone 
speaks highly in favor of the interest excited by 

Exhibition. 

25. Although the whole of the Implements, 
Produce, &., were exhibited in open sheds on 
mere platforme, and without any special protec- 





tion, but few complaints were preferred about 
missing articles. fact, the only claims made 
were for a few: specimens of manufactured silk, 
cotton cloths, a churn. The former were 


missed on the day of the Flower Show, and the 
latter .is sappoesh. to have been taken away by 


mistake, ‘another churn ‘having been’ found in 





avother shed, the owner of which cannot be 
ascertained, and which as yet remains unclaimed. 

26, It affords the Committee particular satis- 
faction to state that during the whole time the 
Exhibition was open nota single accident occurred 
within the Yard. Considering the ferocity of 
several of the Cattle surrounded by crowds of 
spectators, and roused by the sound of the Bands 
which played on the grounds, every precaution 
was taken for properly securing the animals within 
their stalls, and though some of them did at 
times, in spite of all precautions to the contrary, 
manage to get loose, they were almost instantly 
caught without much difficulty. One bnffalo 
bull, however, which appearcd to have gone mad, 
managed to get loose from its shed, but fortunate- 
ly ran straight out of the compound. In its 
onward course it came upon a horse which it 
gored to death. Its farther progress was, how- 
ever, soon arrested, it having been shot in one of 
the southern Suburbs. 

27. The Committee will now proceed to the 
financial result of the Exhibition. From the 
Statement which ia annexed it will be observed 
that the total receipts from every source, including 
the advance of Rupees 50,000 from the Govern- 
of India, amounted to Rupees 1,21,927-1-9 
against an expenditure of Rupees 1,16,5:0-10-1, 
leaving a cash balance of Rupees 5,386-7-8 in

to be added a sum of about Rupees 14,70 ont 
standing assets now in the course of realisation, 
go that the total sum which the Committee will 
be able to return to Government will amount to 
Rupees 20,000, reducing the actual cost of the 
undertaking to Rupees 30,000, for which it will 
be necessary to apply for a grant to the Govern 
ment of India. 

28. With regard to the receipts the Committee 
would observe that their anticipations have been 
fully realised. Considering the novelty of the 
undertaking, the great aim of which’ was to 
interest in it the Natives of this country, it must 
pe admitted that the fact of the sale of admission 
tickets having produced a sum of not less than 
Rupees 40,394-19-3, all of which nearly was 
obtained during the first week of the Exhibition, 
affords an undeniable proof of that sim having 
been attained, whilst the liberal subscriptions for 
Extra Prizes and donations towards the expenses 
of the Exhibition, amounting to Rupees 20,591-8, 
show the spirit with which the public have sup- 
ported the undertaking, and the Committee have 
particular pleasure in offering their warmest thanks 
to the respective donors for their liberality. 

29, The Committe regret to eay that the ex- 
pen liture has considerably exceeded the original 
estimate, but this has been unavoidable. As this 
was the first attempt at getting up an Exhibition 
in which, when organised and carried out, were to 
be collected together the pick of the various kinds 
of Live Stock from the different Districte of India, 
each in its class—the best samples of the Agricul- 
tural Produces of the country in their several sec- 
tione and series—and specimens of all the different 
Machines and Implements to aid the Agriculturist 
in the successful cultivation of hie land which the 
skill of the machinist and mechanic sould profuse, 
all to be contributed by private. individuals—and, 
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as the great object in view was to induce Natives 
interested in the development of the Agricultural 
resources of the country to come and see the eol- 
lection, it became the duty of the Committee to 
give the widest publicity to the proposed Exhibi- 
tion, as also to afford exhibitors every possible aid 
and facility, especially to those who offered to 
import and exhibit a variety of valuable Machinery 
commonly employed in Bnrope in Agricultural 
_ operations, but the use of which was neither known 
nor understood in this country. 

30. In furtherance of these views pamphlets, 
diseourses, and prize lists were printed in the 
Benvalee, Oordeo, and Persian languages for dis- 
trivution throughout Bengal; hand-bills in Eng- 
lish and in two Native languages were posted at all 
the Railway Stations of the East Indian, Eastern 
Bengal, and South-Kastern Railways, and adver- 
tisements relating to the Exhibition were published 
in the English and Native Newspapers, all of 
which, together with the printing of a catalogne, 
involved an expenditure of nearly Rupees 6,000. 
A great portion of this might be avoided on a 
future occasion, 














also evident that, in order to enable 
visitors to judge of the merits of the various 
Machines requiring steam power, it was necessary 
to exhibit them at work. It would have been 
quite impracticable to ullow cach exhibitor to 
make his own arrangements in that respect, be- 
cause it would have led to general confusion, and 
resulted in a display of chimnies, fimnels, boilers, 
and stcam pipes, which each would have set ‘ap 
in accorday h his own requirements, regard- 
Liss of appearance ors to the adjoining 
bamboo sheds. The Committee therefore deem. 
ed it advisable to follow the plan of the Exhi- 
bition in London and Paris by providing 
steam power for those requiring it, thereby limit. 
ing the exponse to which exhibitors would be put 
to Lie mere gost of fitting, and the setting up of 
the Macrines on proper platforms, for whieh latter 
even bri soorky, and lime were placed at their 
dispos.l free of charge, 

52. ‘Tus urrangement, however, necessitated 
the construction of special sheds, which, with a 
view to guard against the aecident of fire, had to 
he covered with corrugated iron, ‘I'o provide the 
required steam power boilers had to be fixed, a 
chimney built, steam pipes laid down, and shalt. 
ing put up, all of which, together with the cost 
of coal consumed, absorbed the large sum of Ra- 
psa 37,199-12-5, and indeed the expenses under 
that head would have been still greater had not 
the boil-rs and a large portion of the abafting 
been obligingly lent for the occasion. The sheds 
themselves have been sold to the Magistrate of 
Alipore for the mere cost of the material used in 
their construction, leaving a difference of nearly 
Rupees 26,000, which must be considered as the 
expenditare out of pocket. 

33. It appears to the Committee that, wih 
the exception of sheds required for the protection 
of Machinery, all other. expense in connection 
therewith might be greatly reduced, It is but 
right chat Government should give every nasis- 
tance in its power to bring prominently to the 
notice of the Indian Agriculturist ‘the means and 
appliances which ave being used with sach decided 
advantages in Europe, still there must’ be ‘2. pre. 
scribed litnit te such assistance. Exhibitors do not 
show Machinery merely fir the purpose of adding 

























view of its ultimate sale. Tf, therefore, Govern. 
‘ment provides the means for the landing. of. such 
Machinery and its conveyanes ‘to the Exbibition 
grounds, and moreover places at the disposal of 
the Exhibitor the material reqaired for the con- 
struction of platforms, &., it may be fairly assnmed 
that all the aid that could reasonably be expected 
has been accorded. {o exhibit Machinery at 
work is entirely a matter for the consideration of 
the exhibitor, whose object it is to get a purchaser 
for the same, But as,iu the arrangements for 
providing steam power, it is necessary that an uni- 
form system should he‘ adopted, the best plan 
would be to havea general contractor who would 
undertake the setting of Loilers, laying of piping, 
erection of chimney, and fixing of a shafting, 
charging a certain rate or percentage to all exhi- 
bitors requiring steam power. Could this plan 
have bocn adopted on the present occasion it 
would have reduced the expense in connection 
with Machinery by fully Rupees 12,000, 

34. A heavy expenditure has likewise been in- 
curred in the adaptation of the groundsto the pur- 
peses of the Exhibition. Among this the cost of 
the gates of admission, of turnstiles, platforms, &¢., 
has absorbed the large sum of Rupees 6,500, and 
yet it would have been impossible to devise any= 
thing cheaper that coyld have been carried oug 
within so limited a period and equally answered 
the purposes. On a future occasion handsome 
iron gates might be imported from . England, 
which would certainly find a purchaser at full cost, 
or at all events result in a mere trifling loss, ag 
was the case with {he iron hurdles on the present 
occasion. 

35. ‘The Committee take this opportunity of re 
cording their obligations to Colonel Dennis, c. 8., 
Commanding Her Majesty’s 52nd Regiment, 
Colonel Luard, Commanding the 25th Native In. 
fmtry, and Captain Hodgson, Commanding the 
Slst Native Infantry, to whose courtesy they 
were indebted for the presence at the Exhibition 
of the Bands of their respective Regiments, which 
played daily at stated intervals and formed in 
themselves an additional attraction to the Show. 
It was necessary, however, to provide the means 
of travelling as well as of subsistence for the 
Bandsmen, und this, together with ‘he charge 
made for the use of the Town Band, together 
with the cust of refreshments supplied to them, 
amounted to Rupees 1,695-12. . : 

36. But though the expenditure in its branches 
has been heavy, and the financial result is not 
exactly what could have been wished, yet the 
Committee think that, considering the seope and 
object of the undertaking, its merits must not’ be 
judged by its pecuniary results, but by the benefits 
which may reasonably be expected to acorue from 
it in future years. ‘There can be no doubt that 
as a first attempt the late Agricultural Exhibition 
sas been eminently successful. It hastheon the means 
of bringing togethera collection of the products: of 
the country and of European Machinery and Im- 
plements such as has néver before been seen in. 
any part, of India, and it hos induced » large 
number of Natives to break through there: habi- 
‘tual aversion to travelling, Men who had never. 
hefore left their Native Zilahs not cape and 
saw the Exhibition, and'were grati at the res 
sult of their journey, ‘but réturned to‘their hemes 
with the conviction that’ the -undertaking hed.

scientific. appliances used *in Europe for agricul- 
taral purposes, many of which might be adopted 
with great advantage in India, he purchases 
of Machinery and of Agricultural Implements 
made at the Exhibition, by Native gentlemen 
from the Mofussil.affordwn undeniable proof that 
there is no want of disposition to give those 
modern appliances a fuir practical trial, whilst 
the Liberal and numerous prizes held out and 
awarded to specimens of Live Stock will have the 
effect of securing greater attention to Cattle- 
breeding and Agriculture; and by rousing a spirit 
of competition result in a general improvement 
jn the Cattle bred in this country. This of course 
cannot be the work of a moment; but the Com- 
mittee are confident that, should another Exbibi- 
tion be determined upon a couple of years hence, 
not only a marked improvement in all branches 
of Agricaltural industry will be perceptible, but 
that the people themselves will be most anxious to 
give every support to an qundertaking which at 
firet from its novelty was not correctly appre- 
ciated by them, but the object and benefits of 
which they now clearly understand. 

87. The Committee were anxious to eub- 
mit their Report as early as possible, but 
they were of opinion that any, Report would be 
imperfect unless accompanied by a Statement 
showing the financial result. of the undertaking, 
Such a Statement could not be prepared until the 
actual liabilities of the Committee could be fully 
ascertained. Moreover it appeared mast desirable 
that the prizes awarded by the Judges should be 
Aiatributed without delay, and this necessarily 
took some time since abstracts of prizes awarded 
to Mofussil contributors hdd to be prepared for 
each Local Committee, and to be accompanied Ly 
a Treasury Transfer Receipt for the amonnt 
awarded, Then followed the distribution of the 
Prize Certificates and of Honorable Mentions ; and 
Jastly, the transmission of the Medals. In addition 
to this several of the specimens sold on account 
of private contributors had to be accounted for; 
but, as the final account sales were not received 
from the auctioneers until the 11th of last month, 
the Statements for each individual esexhibitor 
contd not be made out until some days after, 
when the same were transmitted either to the 
claimant direct, or thrangh Local Committees, 
‘being, in each instance, aocompanied by a remit- 
tance of the sale proceeds. 

88. Local exhibitions have everywhere been 
attended with such beneficial results that thoy 
hove bécome regular institutions, and the Com: 
‘mittee ‘have ho:doubt that the necessity of holding 
another one again in Bengal will sooner or later 
foros itgelf upon the consideration of Government. 
Should such be determined ypon, the Committee 
would mostistrongly recommend that two years, 
bak, uaider no cireumatances leas: eighteen months,

Grom Hngland ; that the average run of Ships 


coming round the Cape extends over a period of 
four months; that the landing of euch Machi- 
nery at Calcutta is attended with numerous diffi- 
culties and delays; and that, moreover, in the 
absence of those facilities which are introduced 
into almost every Port in Europe and America, 
Machinery above a certain weight cannot bo 
landed without the aid of the Superintendent of 
Her Majesty’s Dock Yard at Kidderpore, it will 
be admitted that these several cireumstances are 
productive of great delay. Moverover, it must be 
remembered that all such Machinery is brought 
out only in component parts, which require to be 
put together and set up by professional men, who, 
labouring under the difficulty of procuring. a 
sufficiency of manual labor, are often unable to 
complete the work undertaken by them within the 
stipulated time, Tho late Agricultural Exhibition 
fully corroborates: these views of the Committee. 
Thongh, owing to a greatly increased rate of ordi- 
nary wages, a number of artisans were secured to 
push on the work in the Machinery Department, 
nothing would induce them to work beyond the 
ordinary hours, and when on a particular oceasion 
more than double the pay was given to them for 
night work not one of the artisans made his 
appearance next day, and it was impossible to 
procure substitutes at any price. 

39. But even with a previous notice of eigh- 
teen months the Committee having the manage- 
ment of the Exhibition would find themselves 
pressed for time, unless different arrangements can 
be made from those on the last occasion, Owing 
to the climate an Exhibition could not be held at a 
later period than the middle of January, and, con 
sidering that nothing can be done at the Show 
Yard itself until after the rains, it is clear that the 
time within which sheds, &c., have to be con« 
structed is much too short. Nothing would be 
gained by purchasing the material before the 
rains, for the greater portion of it would be s0 
much injured by damp, even if kept in godowns, 
‘as to become absolately unfit for use. 

40. It has been suggested by various parties 
interested in the productions of India that the 
next Exhibition should comprise also a completo 
collection of manufactured articles, both Indian 
and Foreign. The Committee are afraid that such 
would be impracticable wiles a special building 
were constrnated in which valuable fabrics could be 
proetat not only against atmospheric influences, 

ut more especially against depredations. Thera 
can be no doubt that the splendid Silk and 
| Cotton fabrics of India would greatly add to the 
| digplay of the Show, but they would at the same 
time increase the risk and responsibility of the 
Committee without producing corresponding 
benefits, the great object at present being the 
improvement in the breed of Cattle and in 

ricultural produce. 

41. Before closing this Report the Committee 
would offer the following suggestions, which 
might be acted upon with advantage on the next 
occasion :— 

1st,—That the Exhibition be opened on the Ist 
o2 January and continue open for a fortnight, 

2nd,—That all work connected with the con- 
struction of buildings, sheds, &., be done by 
contract. 

Srd—That the Rules of the Central Committee 
with regard to the time for receiving Hetnrns, as 
well as the contributions themselves, be moap 
strictly adhered to. 
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4tk,—That the prizes be confined to those 
published by Government, but that donations 
from private individuals be received only for the 
conveyance of Ryots to the Exhibition, or for the 
purposes of the General Exhibition Fund as in 
England. 

5tk.—That all samples of produce, unless Jond 
fide made a present of, be declined, the offer of 
liberal prizes being a sufficient inducement to 
those who consider their particular produce to be 
such as can stand successful competition. This 
would limit contributions to first rate and really 
deserving specimens. 

6/4,.—That the Judges of Produce examine the 
various specimens and pronounce their awards at 
least one day previous to the opening of the 
Exhibition, because samples, by being exposed to 
heat, dust, and night dew, naturally deteriorate, 

7th,—That a printed catalogue of the collection 
on view be rendered available on the morning of 
the opening of the Exhibition. 

42, The Committee would finally recommend 
that, with the view to commemorating the first 
Bengal Agricultural Exhibition, each exhibitor be 
presented with a Bronze Medal, and a copy of the 
catalogue and the awards made by the Judges, 
and of the Judge’s Report.

Carre, 


Axrnoven the number of cattle exhibited was 
considerable, and the quality on the whole good, 
wewere able to award only fifty-eight of the 
ninty-four Government prizes offered ; some few 
were withheld from there not being any animal 
deemed deserving, but the grealer portion from 
there being no entries. 

For instance, in the Series L, Class I., Section 
I, “ Bulls bred in the Lower Provinces,” there 
were no 3-year old Bulls entered, and of 5-year 
old, 2-year old, and yearlings, two of each ‘age 
only were awarded the first and second prizes, no 
third prizes being given. 

So likewise as regards the “ Cows bred in the 
Lower Provinces,” for which twenty-five prizes 
wero offered and thirteen only awarded, the entry 
of 5S-years old and upwards being numerous, 
whilst there was only one 4-year old, and no 
yearling. 

‘The same remarks apply to the cattle from the 
Upper Provinces and from other parte of India, 
under which latter head very few eutries were 
found, 

The English imported cattlo and the cross- 
breed, the immediate progeny of imported cattle, 
wore largely represented, and all the prizes under 
these series were awarded in full. 

The cattle bred in the Lower Provinces sent to 
the Exhibition were almost entirely of the large 
Up-country breed, and the entries of the breed of 
eattle in general use in Lower Bengal were very 
scanty. 

As we believe that this indigenous breed is the 
only one suited to the country, looking to. the 
climate and the food given to their cattle by the 
Ryots generally, we consider this absence of 
exhibitors may have proceeded partly from the 


beliof that it would be useless to compete with the. 





Yarger sized cattle ; we would therefore recommend 
that in future there should be a separate series 
for the smaller breed of cattle, ad 

If this recommendation should be attended to, 
care should be taken to have it understood that 
the prizes would be awarded to those animals of 
the breed which combined size with the other 
qualities desired, otherwise it may happen, as 
appears to have been, in some degree, the case on 
this occasion, that ther entries for the smaller 
breed may consist chiefly of Ghynees which are 
entirely useless for any ‘Agricultural purpose. 

‘The eross-breed cattle were rather numerous 
and for dairy purposes they are probably an im- 
provement on the pnre country breed, provided 
they are well fed and protected from the weather ; 
but the examination of this class has satisfied us 
that no good result for Agricultural purposes is 
to be expected from crossing the smaller Bengal 
cattle with English. 

‘The only really fine animal of the cross-breed is 
No. 144, a bull-bred by Dr. Farrell, and said to 
be by a short-horn bull from an Up-country cow, 
and this result of that cross makes it desirable 
that some further experiments should be made in 
the same direction, but we do not recommend the 
use of English bulls of the small breed. 

The cross-breeds reared near Caleutta were 
generally from Alderney blood, and there was 
such a general want of size and power that we 
should not recommend those who are trying 
cross breeding to continue in this line, although, 
indeed, we have great doubt whether the small 
Bengulee cow will throw good produce to any 
large sized imported bulls. : 

The short-horn bulls and cows imported by the 
Rajah of Bulrampore were very good, as was also 
a twelvemonth old bull of the same breed im- 
ported by Dr. Burry, and the prizes for this class 
were nearly all carried off by these short-horns, 
the only exception being the third prize for cows 
awarded to Major Bishop for a cow apparently of 
the Sussex breed. < 

As before stuted it is our opinion that if any 
experiment suou!d continue t2 be made in breed- 
ing from imported cattle, the short-horns should 
be used ; but we are not inclined to expect much 
from the attempt, especiully as regards the croes 
with the small cows of Bengal breed.

8-Year olds.—Of the four exhibited in_this 
clags, composed of two exhibited by Mr. G. J.

Hackney and Harness Mares and Geldings. 

Of the sixteen exhibited in this class four were 
barred from competition from the fact of not 
being country-bred. Out of tho remaining 
twelve there was no difficulty in awarding the 
prize for the best harness mare to a chesnnt mare 
by an Arab out of a Belooch mara and bred by 
Colonel M. J? Turnbull, the prize for the best 
hackney being earried off by the bay mare exbi- 
Lited by the Maharajah of Burdwan. 

Stallion Ponies over 124 and under 14 hands, 

The two ponies exhibited in this class were in

‘We have been very much disappointed in not 
sesing any entries of the class of ponies ordinaril, 
used by the Natives in their common ha 
carriages, ‘These prizes wore especially set apart for 
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this class of ponies in the hope of obtaining a good 
show of them, and of teaching the owners of such 
by the award of the prizes what are the requisite 
points of a good draught pony. It is curious to 
note the utter absence of competition in the very 
class which should havé produced the greatest 
number of exhibitors. 

There were no asses exhibited. 

Of mules there Were two, to each of which we 
have awarded a prize, the mule exhibited by the 
Rangoon Committee taking the first, and Mr. 
J, Mocnamara’s mule the second prize. 

Of the fifteen extra prizes offered, we have 
thought it our duty to award but three; in eome 
cases there were no entries, and in others, such 
as, for instance, for local prizes, the animals exbi- 
bited wero either too small or so bad as to be 
beneath notice.

Hairy 
ereatgres with enormous horns were of frequent 
occurrence, One ram was said to have miain- 
tained a combat with a tiger ; in another instance 
© poor woman actually brought carefully wrapped 
up in her chudder what ‘night have been supposed 
to bea baby. On examination it proved to bea 
small black kid of the ordinary Bengalee breed, 
born with three legs instead of four’ It dppear- 
ed to have been the idep that anything strange or 
unusual was what wat wanted ; there were, 
however, some favorable exceptions, is,, the 
specimens exhibited by Cheboo Llama, of Thikgt, 
and Baboos Ramlochun Ghose, Seopersaud Sing, 
and Chunder Bhoosun Banerjea, whose names 
appear among the prizemen, 

2. The sheep exhibited by the Europeans were 
for the most part in fie condition, well cared for, 
and remarkably good specimens of their class ; it 
would have been hard to find at any exhibition of 
sheep a prettier sight than the pens shewn by 
Mr. 'T. C. Trotter, of Patna, of four beautiful 
Patna ewes washed till they were as white os 
cotton, and by the Licutenant-Governor - of 
Bengal of ewes and lambs, which might have been 
a study for an artist. The Committee were sorry 
to find that they were disqualified for a prize on 
account of their being of various ages. ; 

3. The imported sheep were not many; a 
Southdown imported by Dr. Barry, to which the 
highest prize was awarded, was temarkably fine 
specimen ; there were also some good Merinos 
from the Cape of Good Hope; they were selected 
by Mr. Michael Von Breda, and considered to be 
good specimens of the finer wooled breed; the 
price was £25 for the rams, and £15 for the ewes 
The object in sending the sheep was to draw 
attention to the Cape Colony ag a souree of suppl 
tothis country. The rest of the imported animal 
consisted of Doombas and Arab sheep ; the latter 
with fine haired coats, and perfectly unsuited for 
improving the breed’ in this country either ig 
wool or mutton. From the former a selection 
might be made which would improve the wool in 
some degree, but they could not, of course 
compete in that respect with citherthe Southdowa 
or Merino breeds, 

4, It was not to be expected that at the first 
Exhibition many sheep would be shown ip which 
improvement of the Native breeds had been 
attempted : a pen of four ewes of the Bengalea 
breed crossed with the North China breed, the 
wool of whieh is very soft, though less thick’ ia 
the fleece than the Eurcpean sheep, exhibited by 
Mr, Grote, anda very handsome ewe. sent down 
by Mr. Davis, of Dacca, however, were sufficient 
to show what could be done in this way ; while 
the ram from Patna stock, bred in Beerbhoom 
Mr. Malet, winning the prizes against ped 
selected by Mr. Kelly, of Lohanipoor, from the 
District of Patna itself, was a good example of 
what may be done ‘by ‘care and ‘good feeding,

5. “It will have been observed that by far 
greater numbar of prizes were -tiken by: the

s of fair marketable quality, The Committee 
wre informed that, the nsual practice at present, is 
‘o clip the sheep three times in the year, which 
wregards the wool is manifestly objectionable. 
Several of the animals exhjbited had their wool 
of the natural length, thuugh frequent washing 
jad, in most instances, deprived it of the unctuous 
eel so desirable and so prominent in wools of the 
saperior class. The beaut#ul lambs in the pon of 
jhe Licutenant-Governor, pred at Alipore, and in 
she pen of Mr. Malet, (which last were of the 
second generation, bred at Sooree, Beerbhoom,) 
show that the bred ean be as successfully culti- { 
vated in Lower Bengal as in Behar itself ; and 

the Committee would be glad to see it displace | 
the miserable little Bengalee sheep now seen 
about the country, thouge they are aware that) 
these last fso might be much improved by 

judicious selection and crossing. 

6, The Committe beg to suggest that at any ; 
fature Exhibition it would be an improvement if 
the sheep were divided into two classes, wool 
producers, and mutton producers; and, consi- 
dering that wool is of very great commercial 
importance to the whole community, while the 
quality of the flesh is onl; spprecated by the 
European minority, it would advisable, the 
Commitive think, that the larger prizes should be 
given to the wool producers, 

7. The Committee were sorry to observe that 
in the Kindred Department of Farm Yard pro- 
duce but very few specimens of ‘wool wore 
exhibited, 

8. As to the goats, which were also the sub- 
ject of inspection by the Committee, there is not 


much to be said ; nothing very prominent in the | 


way of excellence was brought forward ; there 
were a very few Hill goats, from which the Com- 
mittee were informed that the “ Pushmina” or 
wool used in Cashmir shawls, was procurable ; 
dut as this is only produceable in the colder 
climate of the Himalaya, and not in-Bengal, there 
was not much attention paid to it. The best 
goats were of the Jumna-Pari breed, and among 
those the fincst specimens as to size were some 
sens down by Mr. Hume, of Etawah, and the best 
milkers wero exhibited by Mr. Tayler, of Patna. 
Many finer specimens of the goat tribe huve often 
been seen by the Committee than any of those 
that, were exhibited. 

9. Taken as a whole the goats and sheep, and 
especiully the latter, were a satisfactory lot, and 
the Committee trust that the manner in which 
they have awarded the ‘prizes will, with the 
suggestion they have taken the liberty to offer 
regarding wool producers, show the community to 
what particulars their attention should be directed,

which were prior to their being forwarded to the 
Exhibition at large throughout the day), and we 
believe of cqual benefit to the Dairy Produce 
Department as providing a shed which was for a 
greater portion of the day in the shade. 

Two sheds, Nos, 51 and 52, in the centre 
walk were thus assigned to the Poultry Depart. 
ment, each measuring in length 120 feet by 20 
feet in breadth. These sheds were constructed of 
bamboo and mat, and were surrounded on all 
sides by a verandah made of mats 6 feet. in width. 

The sheds having been originally constructed in 
conformity with those erected for Live Stock 
throughout the Yard could not without much 
extra trouble and expense have been altered ; but 
we would notice that they were not sufficiently 
broad or high to admit of the animals being fairly 
erupted or provided with sufficient air and 
ight. 

“Shed No. 52 was assigned to the classification 
and arrangement of fowls, bantams, capons, and 
pigeons, and shed No. 61 to that of turkeys, 
geese, ducks, and rabbits, 

In the former all the animals were raised from 
the ground on a platform 24 feet in height, and 
in the latter, with the exception of the rabbits, 
which were arranged in hutches 34 feet from the 
surface, all animals wore ehclosed in pens on the 
ground, 

The pens occupied the central 10 feet of the 
building, while the outer portion of 5 feet on 
either side was sct apart as a pathway for 
spectators ; one single doorway divided in two 
for entrance and exit to and from each shed was 
found requisite for cach building, and the arrange- 
ment not only prevented the ingress of dogs and 
vermin, but admitted of the spectators, by pro- 
ceeding in one line from pen to pen, seeing the 
animals well, without being crowded or jostled. 


Shed No, 52, 


Tn this were constructed eighty enclosures for 
« pens of fowls,” numbering five or four accord- 
ing to the series under which they competed, 
meusuring 3 fect by 4 in dopth, and 24 in height. 
‘These enclosures were constructed of bamboo and 
matwork on the sides and back, with a line of 
galvanized net wire streiched in front from end 
to end ; above these were placed boxes measuring 
Q feet in length by 24 in height, constructed of $ 
inch pine planks with ulvanized net work 
stretched over the front and top, the backs and 
divisions of the cages being of inch pine plank. 
These cages were divided in accordance with the 
size of the birds expected to arrive, some in four, 
some in five, and some in six divisions. Four of 
these cages were divided in two in their height to 
admit of the pigeons, the lower division, 1 foot 4 
inches, being set apart for larger pigeons, such as 
Carriers, Sherazies, and Golahs, and the upper, 1 
foot in height, to those breeds of smaller size. 

In each compartment tin troughs, water tight, 
8 inches in length and 2 in depth, were fastened 
three inches above the floor, vessels for water and 
food placed loose in the cages being liable to upset 
and always unsightly. 

The entrance to each pen and cage was by a 
door from behind ; each pen was cleaned-out.daily, 
and eand and saw dust thrown lightly into every 
compartment twice during the day. 

‘The fowls were fed on common old rice in the 
husk, and every alternate day with a emall 
quantity of busked rice and chopped lettuce leaf, 
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Pigeons were fed on the common pigeon pea ; this, 
wag found necessary as most of them had been in 
the babit of feeding on. peas previous to the Show ; 
Dat thie causes the pens and the feathers of the 
birds to become fouled and unsightly. 

‘The fowls and pigeons that were supplied from 
Calcutta and the Suburbs were brought to the 
Show in good order; many of those from the 
Mofussil arrived in: bad condition from having 
Deen confined in unsuitable and emall eayes for 
many days. Some were even brouzht from great 
distances with their legs tied, and were unable to 
d and were unfit for exhibition, and returned 
aceordingly. 

Annexed is a List of the prizes that have been 
awarded. by us to the several successful exhibitors. 

Owing to the difficulty that arose in our minds 
as to the distinction to he made between Series 
T.— Fowls bred in India,” and Series V.— 
“ Country-bred fowls,” we deemed it necessary to 
make some alteration in the Prize List and to 
amalgamate the two, giving separate prizes for 
pens of five and pens of four, and we moreover 
considered it requisite to substitute for prize 59 
one for country-bred fowls of the Shanghai and 
Coebin species.’ ‘ 

This we deemed essential so as to admit of the 
other classes of smaller sized country-bred fowls 
being able to compete among themselves, and at 
the same time leave the amount of the original 
prize offered for “ country-bred” fowle to the 
Shanghai and Cochin specics. We moreever 
deemed jt advisable to award an extra prize for 
the most perfect pen of country-bred fowls in the 
Show with reference to their uniformity of shape, 
plumage, and suitability to the climate, This 

ize was awariled by us to a pen of fowls sent by 
Miajor Agnew from Uowhatty, birds much resem- 
dling the Chittagong breed, though more brilliant 
in plumage and ercet in carriage, 
hese fowls attracted our particular attention 
‘on account not only of their general appearance, 
but of the manner in which they had undergone 
along journey in confinement. This pen of 
poultry (one cack and three hens), which was 
presented to the Show by Major Agnew, realized 
Bapees 40 at the auction sale, 

‘Phe seoond prize, No. 101, for the pen of four 
imported geese we reduced to the number of three 
geese to admit of competition among several who 
had not been able to exhibit the whole number 
provided for in the original Prize List. 

We now come to the description of fowls 
oxbibited. 

Game Fouls were but very poorly represented, 
only two “ pens” were exhibited, and the best of 
these contained mixed specimens. A few single 
cocks and hens. were deserving of merit, but, 
considering the valuable birds that are known to 
exist in India, and even in Caleutta, we admit 
that we were disappointed in our expectations 
regarding this particular class. 

prize for the best game cock was awarded 
to a bird of Colonel Stephenson’s breed (yellow) ; 
for the best henalso ong of thesame breed (yel- 
low). The second prize was awarded to a black 
‘preasted red cockerell, more with reference to his 
carriage and feather, than his powers of endurance. 
in the contest, Ware aware that in. England 
the prize for game birts is awarded solely with 








reference ta the beilliancy of plumage, the: grace. 
fab carnage, and the absence bs the white feather, 
but we have been disinclined to accept these 


qualifications in total disregard of the known 
leading points of the Indian game cook, oft. the 
eagle eye, the natural (uncut) cleaa comb and: 
wattle, the broad and partially naked chest, the 
musoular thigh, and clean, sinewy leg, the strong 
broad beak, and the thin wiry feathered tail; in 
short we do not consider the English game fowl, 
“ Coq D? Angleterre” of Buffon, aud the Asiatic: 
game cock to:be in any way uesimilated to each: 
other, and in point of carriage and endurance we 
have no doubt that the’ English bird would im 
combat soon suecumb%e the bravery and enda- 
vance of his Asiatie name-sake, 

Chittagong.—& few pens of these fowls were: 
sent from Chittagong, but none containing speci~ 
meps worthy of special eommendation, These 
fowls are specially hardy, and when creased with 
the Native Bongullee fowl produce poultry most 
suitable for the table. The other eguntay-bred 
fowls, with the exception of two pene of the Dar- 
jeeling lreed which contained some fine spsermens, 
‘vere budly represented; some cotton feathered 
(chietly cocks) and Spanich fowls were deserving: 
of attention, 

Shanghai. Species—Country-bred fowls of the 
Shanghai species fully merited the prizes that: 
were awarded them: these fowls we consider 
hardy, goud layers, and well suited for domestic: 
use, and the most likely to improve the breed of 
the ordinary Bengallee fowl. 

Imported Fowls:—Of these but three pens were 
exhibited, one of Cochin China (English), one of 
grey Sussex, and a third of no specitie clase (Eng- 
lish).; none of these were deserving of particular 
notice, 

Six imported Cochin China hens from the 
farm-yard.of Mr. W.. Stalkartt, were ificent 
specimens; unfortunately: no cockbird of the same 
species accompanied them. 

Bantams.—'Vhere was, a3 we expected, a great 
variety in this class, some of the specimens of 
which among the sinooth legged were exeeedingly 
rich. A white cock (China) to which the first 
prize was awarded, and a pen of white with black 
edges from Japan (also a first prize), were most 
attractive; some of the Japanese and Rangoou 
bantams wero also exceedingly good. 

Several pens of miscellaneous fowls, comprising 
Rumpkins, Kaffrees, Spanish, Poland, pure jungle 
fowl, and a pair of white pigeon fowls from Bud- 
druck were exhibited. With the exception of the 
last named, which are a novelty to us, none - were 
remarkable, 

Guinea Fowls.—These were fairly represented, 
and two pens from the JLohanipore farm, whieh 
had been confined for a long time, the prizes were 
awarded. . 

‘These birds, though living in their natural state: 
chiefly on insects, during their confinement i 
pens thrived and apparently improved on their 
unvaried diet, the common unhusked ries. 

Capons.—Some thirteen pens of these birds 
were exhibited in numbers.varying from two: to a 
dozen ; the finest. specimens were received from 
Assam and gained the prize. These birds we 
found thrive best alone, and not, as some ware 
sent, in numbere, where the master bird prevents 
the others from moving within the pen, and 
owerfeeds himself on the food of \hie companions. 

Capone if allowed to be-caged: in’ numbers’ are 
‘prone te chi¢kea-pox, which: would be most dés- 
structive in a Show, and we would recommend their 
always boing caged alone of in small nambers,- 
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Pigeons,—-A large-variety, consisting chiefly of 
Sherazie Tumblers, and Pantails, with other 
fanoy kinds, were exhibited and attracted consi- 
derable attention. 

‘Phe Sherazies from Benares were particularly 
fine. Some of the finest birds of pura and well 
defined color had been iggeniously disGgured by 
inoculation with parti-colored feathers, and were 
lost to the eye of the real pigeon fancier ; never- 
theless some birds that were dieplayed in their 
natural colors were excellent. 

A large variety of fangy pigeons belonging to 
the Messrs. Wood were most attractive. Simavia, 
Lalaloa, Sishoo,. Pouter (one pair), Patna Golas, 


and Tumblers were among the most prominent. | 


Some curly feathered Fantails, Trumpeters, and 
Monghyas sent for exhibition and not for com- 
petition were highly approved of. 


With this series terminated the shed No. 52, } 


and we hive the satisfaction to report that. but 
one capon among upwards of five hundred hend 
of birds died during the Show, the rest having 
been delivered to their respective owners, 

We would notice several instances of fowls 
being injured during the Show owing to the owners 
having described and despatched them as “a pen 
of fowls,” whereas it was evident that they had 
never a# been together till the Show commenced, 
the consequence being that the new comers were 
much mutilated by their overpowering companions 
and obliged to be removed, thus destroying the 
pen and the owners chance of securing a prize. 


Shed No. 5t. 


In this Department sixty-six compartments, 
8 feet 3 inches by + fect 6 inches in breadth, and 
9 feet in height, were assigned for the turkeys, 
geese, and ducks, 

‘The compartments were mado of stretched wire 
from end to end, the divisions being made of 
matwork, and the top covered with thin wooden 
frame work of 9 feet by 3, overlapped with iron 
network. 

Matting is not suitable for geese, especially at 
this time of the year when they are nesting, and 
soon gets destroyed by the birds. 

‘The divisions might have been made in net 
work, but it would have been expensive, as the 
net when once cut is ungaleable, which we consi- 
dered deserving of our attention. We would 
mention that searcely six yards of netting were 
wasted, the smaller pieces having been used in 
covering the pigeon boxes, 

The turkeys, consisting of twenty-two pens, 
were on the whole satisfactory, with the excep- 
tion of the first prize pen, which to the Judges 
appeared to be either imported or the first pro- 
dnge; they were small Lut hardy. These birds 
do-not stand long confinement, and being deprived 
of the sun soon pine. They were fed with sattoo, 
hran, and rive in husk, and but one bird which 
ie very sick when it arrived was lost during the

Geese, imported. 

‘The imported specimens of geese, both English and 
China, were remarkably fine. One pea of Enalish 
geese from Howrah were deserving of the highest 
commendation, and guined several prizes. 

The China imported were. very fine; but we 
question whether they’ are not better suited for 
ornamental lakes and tanks than for the table. 

The country-bred specimens, with one or two 
exceptions, were not deserving of special notice, 

Ducks, 

This series we regretted to find but most im- 
| perfectly represented ; the whole of the specimens 
with the exception of one imported drake were 
| small and demanded little attention. 


Rabbits. 


But twelve rabbits were sent to the Show, 
though we had provided accommodation fur as 
many as eighty, and those that did reach us were 
small, 

In this shed one goose and one turkey died 
during the Show, the latter being, as above stated, 
in a very weak state when it arrived. 

On the whole subject we would report that the 
collection of poultry and pigeons was good and 
most interesting, and coasidermg the novelty of 
the attempt, we may state that it far exceeded 
our expectations, and reflects great credit to the 
numerous exhibitors who have in the first Exhibi- 
tion of this kind eome forward to promote the in- 
terests of the Exhibition, and to whom our best 
thanks are fully due, 

Viewing this part of the Exhibition in a 
financial point of view we would conclude our Re- 
port in remarking.that we fully anvicipate Uiat the 
greater portion, if not the whole, of tho expenses 
will be repaid by.the sale of the cages which have 
been constructed with a view ta future sale, and for 
the purebase of whieh during the Show and up to 
the present date there are numerous applications 
coming in. : 

The sum of Rupees 70 was expvided in Estab. 
lishment previous to an? during the Show, | 

Several pens of poultry were sold privately 
during the Show at very high prices, and constant 
demands were being made in the Office for pur- 
chase of those exhibited. 

One country-bred Cochin cock was sold for the 
sum of Rupees 100, aud many others might havo 
met with purchasers had the owners been disposed 
to part with them.

Tho arrangement of the specimens in theso 
three sections was imperfect, and our time was 
unnecessarily taken up by having to look for 
specimens entered in the Catalogue, some of which 
indeed we could not find. It tuok us nearly two 
days to vo through the specimens, 991 by Cata- 
logue, lut really many more. In future Exhibi- 
tions we surest that more pains be insisted on 
in the proper clussification of specimens, and 
greater accuincy in the composition and_printing 
of the Catalwyue and Prize Lists, Exhibitors 
naturally expect their respective contributions to 
be exanvined side by side by the Judges when the 
latter er2 making their awards. 

It would be well perhaps were the Judges or 
other eqeally qualified persons to be associuted in

Neilgherry Tea.—This is a fairly-made tea for a 
firet attempt, but contains u large quantity of 
reddish brown leaf, caused by a portion of it 
being rather too old when picked. It has the 
flavor of a brown leaf China tea, but much want- 
ing in strength, and therefore unsuitable as a 
mixing tea, strength more than flavor being the 
great desideratum in Hast Indian teas. It is this 
quality that gives the high market value to the 
general ran of the teas produced in this country. 
Probably this would have been of much better 
quality, and of a more marketable appearance had 
it been prepared by a practical tea-maker, 
Chrtlagoag Tea.—This tea appears to be a mix- 
ture of all the qualities produced with many red 
leaves and stalks. Itis broken and dusty, and 
evidently prepared by a party somewhat inexpe- 
rienced in the manipulation of tea, It has a very 
strony full flavor, a quality highly appreciated in 
the English market for mixing purposes. (Indian 
teas are seldom used by theinselves, but are 
brought by the duslers to mix with the more 
flavory but weaker teas from China and Japan.) 
‘We consider that this first attempt to produce 
tea in this now District is highly satisfactory, and, 
4f care and experience be brought to bear upon its: 
cultivation and manufacture, that it promises well 
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for the future prospects of this neighbourhood 4s 
a tea-growing District.

Nore.—It was impossible to report fully on 
these samples. Coffee, to be properly tested, must 
be first roasted, then pulverised and infused, and 
the infusion carefully tasted. It may appear on 
excellent article in its crude state, but when 
tested in the manner above described will some- 
times be found unclean, and almost unfit for use. 

The coffee roasters commonly used (in roasting 
large quantities) are useless when a small quantity 
only is to be dried ; the coffee would gel burnt 
and apoilt. I do ‘not at all suppose a proper 
coffee roaster is procurable in Calcutta.

Wr, the undersigned Judges of the machinery 
and other implements, &c., included in Class II., 
Sections I., VILL, and XV., beg to forward you 
the following report : 

Owing to the backward stote of the machinery, 
S&e., we were not able to award the prizes until 
yesterday, and the accompanying Liet shows t 
whom the prizes have been given. 

In Class II., Section L., we deemed it advisable 
1o withhold the prizes I., J., and K. in Prize List, 
as there were no exhibitors under I. and K., and 
the only turbine under J. we deamed unworthy of 
a prize. For prize E. in the same Section the 
wind engines exhibited were unworthy of notice, 
and we took it upon ourselves to give that prize 
to the best single cylinder portable engine. 

For prize D. there were two competitors, 
Messrs. Fowler and Messrs. Howard. 

In testing the comparative merits of these two 
systems we directed our attention to— 

laf—The cost of work done 

2nd.—The quantity: and description of work 
done. 

3rd—The practical or agricultural value of that 
work, 

Fowler’s apparatus ploughed in one hour and 
four minutes 87,620 squaro feet at an average 
depth of eight and a half inches with a four furrow 
plough, and with a seven tyne scarifier cultivated 
in twenty-niné minutes 25,092 square feet, making 
a total of land cultivated in one hour and thirty- 
three minutes 63,612 square fect, at a cost of 
Rupees 6-9-10, or Rupees 1-7-9 per beagah. 

Howard’s apparatus ploughed in one hour and 
ten minutes 20,520 square feot at an avera, 
depth of eight inches with a three furrow plough, 
and with, fine tyne cultivator cultivated in.thirty. 
nine minutes 25,992 square feet, making a total of. 
Jund cultivated in one hour and forty-nine minutes 





46,512 square feet, at a cost of Rupees 5.14.8, or 
Rupees 1-18 per beegah. { 

The quality of the work done was in favor of 
Messrs. Fowler’s apparatus both ploughing and 
cultivating on account of the land being more 
thoroughly broken and better turned over, 

Fowler’s plough was worked with a. fourteen 
horse-power engine and Howard’s witha. ten 
horse-power engine. 

Class IL., Section VIII. 


For Nos, 61, 62, 6, 66, and 67 in Prize List 
no awards were made off account of there being no 
articles exhibited worthy of the prizés. 

Class I]., Section XV. 

For indigo vat beating machinery the prizes 
have been awarded to Mr. A. Butler for his very, 
excellent arrangement. The cotton presses: exbi- 
bited not having shown any improvement either 
in “ speed or power on the presses now used,” the 
prize was withheld. 

We would recommend that at the next Exhi- 
bition the prizes should be awarded previous to its 
being opened to the public; and we hope that the 
experience now gained will lead to a better arrange. 
ment of articles under their different classes.

Ow the 80th January we forwarded a hasty 
note of the prizes awarded to the exhibitors of 
certain machinery. In continuation wa now 
submit a further report on the machinery exhibited 
under Sections I, VIIL, and XV., Class IL, of 
which we had the honor of being nominated 
Judges. 

Prrwg-movers, Stran, 
A.—Mloricontal Non-condensing lingines. 

Of this clnse seven engines were exhibited, viz, 
four by Calcutta Firms, who had imported: the 
engines in ordinary conrse of business for sale, 
thrve expressly imported for the Exhibition, 

‘There was no particular excellence in any of 
these engines : all were ordinary and cheaply con- 
structed, and exhibited no late improvements or 
any special qualities demanding attention. 

The prize was awarded to No. 7, an engind of 
sixteen horsc-power, 

The class of engine is one for which there will 
be a great and increasing demand, and we think 
‘that, had a longer notice been given, a greater 

number, and better engines, would have been 
exhibited, 8 : 
B.—Verticat Iron condensing Engines, 

No engines of this class were specially im; 
for the Exhibition, but four engines were exhibited 
by Caloutta Firms, who had imported them-in 
ordinary course of business for sale, 

Three of ‘these were for general work, and: one 
specially adapted for pumping. 

‘The engines were all of very ordinary make. 
The prize was awarded to No. 19, @ six horse 
power engine. ‘ 

C— Double Cylinder Portable Engines,

ported for the Eahibition All were of ‘oon- 
struction as ordinarily made by the so 
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Tye was, however, no difficulty in awarding 
the prize to Messrs. Fowler’s engine as the best 
and most useful engine of its class, 

D.— Single Cylinder Portable Engines, 

No prize was allotted for this class of engine, 
but as seven engines expressly imported for the 
Exbibition were exhibitell, and as the prize for a 
wind engine could not be awarded in its own class, 
wa took upon ourselves to recommend the transfer, 
and we awarded the prige to this class of engine. 

The engines were all, well made serviceable 
engines, as ordinarily c@hstructed by the several 
makers, and the prize was awarded to the best and 
most useful engine No. 10 of eight horse-power. 

Without entering into the consideration of the 
designs on which these portable engines have 
saverally been constructed, we would wish 
generally to point out certain points of construc- 
tion that should be attended to in engines intend- 
ed for India, 

We suggest that the wheels ond carriages 
should be invariably made of iron, and that no 
wood should be adraitted into the construction. 

‘That all those moving parts now constructed 
of cast iron and liable to irregular strain should 
be made of wrought iron; that the manufacturer 
should bear in mind that these engines will have 
to work many hundred miles away from any 
possible means of repair, and that they are more 
liable to injury from unskilled hands in India than 
they would be in Europe. 

That in this climate the fewer bright parts 
about an engine the twtter; that in every engine 
there should be a locked safety valve; and that 
all engines of this class should be locomotive. 

IL—Prime-movers, Wind Engines, 
reat regret 
under this 








We cousider it to be a matter of 
that there were no engines exhibited 
class worthy of notice. 

There is a great field open in India for wind 


engines, in some parts for irrigation, and in many | 


parts for general purposes, and we cannot but 
think that a well constructed wind engine would 
be found thoroughly adapted to the people and 
their wants, in many parts of this vast and vary~ 
ing country. 

Looking, therefore, to one of the ends of such 
Exhibitions as the present one, viz. the directing 
of public attention in the right direction, we 
would urge, that in any future exhibition, atten- 
tion should be directly and indirectly drawn to 
wwind engines. . 

‘We anticipate that little will be done in this 
country in the matter, and therefore suggest that 
desi be invited from those countries where 
wind engines are found to work well and are in 
daily work. 

TIl.mPrime-movers, Water. 

No water wheels were exhibited, and only one 
turbine, bat so inferior in design and constraction 
as to preclude the possibility of awarding a prize. 

‘IV.—Prime-mover, Cattie-power works. 

Threo acta of thove cat ower works were 
exhibited ; all wore im expressly for the 
Exhibition. The prize was awarded to No. 30, 
an excellent arrangement moderately priced.

The latter if it had been in time wonld have 
gained the prize, as it is a useful, well constructed 
engine, and well adapted to the country, being 
also available as a stationary engine for general 
purposes, and coming nearly to what we proposed, 
that portable engines should be, locomotive. 

Inricatiye Maowineny. 
A—Persian Wheel, 

Tue prize was awarded to the only wheel 
exhibited. This machine, though faulty in many 
respects, is a great advance ou the Native wheel, 
and is a useful, eerviceuble irrigating machine. 
Its price is moderate, and as such it will supply 
the condition for which the prize was given. 

B.—No fixed irrigating Pump for wells were 
exhibited. 

C.—A portable irrigating machine on wheels 
waa exhibited, and received the prize given for 
that class of machine. 

D.—Centrifugal Pump. 

All the pumps exhibited under this class were 
by the same maker. ‘The prize was therelore 
awarded to the best adaptation of the machine, 
which was a pump fixed to a portable engine by 
Messrs. Ransome and Sims. 

There were six pumps of this class exhibited in 
fall work, and all deserving of commendation, 

£.—Parlatle Pump, 

There were a number of pumps of this descrip- 
tion exhibited, and the prize was awarded to an 
arrangement of the Californian pump, which 
pumps we consider to deserve special notice 

‘A series of Norton’s V. pumps were exhibited ; 
we considered thie pump deserving of high com- 
mendation and awarded it ver medal, Tt isa 
pump well adapted to the wants of this country. 

‘We have to remark, that though, in the V. 
Pump and in Gwynus centrifugal pump, the 
irrigating and water raising machines, for irriga- 
ting with low lifts were represonted, there was a 
total absence of machines to irrigate from deep 
wells, and we suggest that in the notice for any 
future Exhibition the work to be done ehould be 
fully set forth. 

A sinall American chain pump was exhibited, 
but it wax too small ty serve any practical purpose. 

Several collections of models of country irrigat- 
ing machines were also exhibited ; there were 
many of thom deserving of notice, and the prize 
was awarded toa’ very excellent arrangement of 
the tilting trough from Burmah, by which the 
labor of une or more men was adapted in the 
most economical way. 

Indigo beating Mackine. 

Three model machines were exhibited under this 
head, and the prize was awarded to a construction 
No. 117. This machine doubtlessly does to a 
certain extent the work reqnired of it, and is the 
best inachine we know of, but wo cannot but 
think that there ia a great ficld open to machines 
in this manufacture, und we would sugzest that, 
with the notice of any future Exhibition, o 
memorandum (drawn up by some qualified manu. 
fucturers and chemists) Te annexed for the purpose 
of shewing what is required. a 

Saw Mill, 

Only three weto exhibited. These were circular 
saws of ordinary construction deserving uo parti- 
colar notice. ; 

There were mortising and tenoning machines 
exhibited, but they hardly came within the seope 
of the Exhibition. Ib is to be regretted much , 
that no machine was exhibited which would fully 
meet the condition set forth, vis. — 

Machines adapted to Tea Box making. 
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Woe consider that it is very desirable to intro- 
duce such machinery, and that ample time and 
detailed explanation should be given to the public 
of acknowledged requirements previous to any 
future Exhibition. 

Presses. 

‘Phe presses exhibited did not possess any ims 
provement sufficient to warrant a prize being 
given. 

‘Two presses were exhibited, one an ordinary 
screw press of good workmanship, and the other 
a hydraulic press, too slow in action to be deserv- 
ing of any commendation. 

Rice Mill. 

There was only one mill exhibited under this 
class, and it was of Native coustruetion from 
Burmah. We considered its construction to have 
so much merit that a prize was awarded. 

In closing this report we desire to offer a few 
remarks on the question of machinery. for India ; 
for the daily inereasing cost of labor and the bad 
quality of that labor, the introduction of European 
capital, and Europcan example, is creating an 
increasing demand for machinery to such an 
extent as to call for the serious consideration of 
the Government, of the public, and of the manu- 
facturer. 

We think the machinery may be divided into 
two classes :— 

1. Existing perfected machinery, already at 
work in Europe, to be selected for and introduced 
into India. 

2. Special Machines for special wants of the 
country, and its manufactures to be desigued and 
constructed. 

For the first of these, wic., for the introduction 
of existing machinery, this Exhibition has done 
much, Messrs. Ransome and Sims havo through 
Messrs. Lepage und Company very wisely sent 
out an Engineer to see what is wanted, and to ad- 
vice his Firm as to the requirements of the 
country. Messrs, Thomson and Company have 
selected their own machinery. We think the 
greatest credit is due to thes’ two Firms for the 
enterprize exbibited, 

Whatever progress is made will be due to the 
Eshibition, and ‘thongh for some time to come 
that progress may be slow, we think that a step 
is taken, that the next Exhibition will shew great 
progvess, and that agricultural. and other machi« 
nery has got a firm footing in India.

The designing and constructing of special ma- 
chines for special purposes of the country and its 
man: facture 

The sabject is surrounded with difficulties, and 
it appears to us that as yet no steps have been ‘taken 
in the rght direetion. 

The Exhibition shews a lamentable, though not 
unexpected, absence of mechanical talent in the 
moatter of special machivery for Indian require. 
ments. 

We think this arises from the fact that Indian 
mauufactarers, though they well know their wants 
in muchinery, can have no mechanical education 
or knowledge, and can meet with no consultin, 
mechanics in the country to supply such and id 
carry out their ideas, 

In England’aud Europe thero are scientific and 
poet men, whose sole employment it is to em- 

ody aud abate the. ideas, and to supply the 
wants of mannfacturers, but it ia these 
Rie hot avellabla, rn kane Mlese amen 

‘We are aware that enterprizin, 
but crade ideas (having. spent 
‘deavoritig: to. col 











purposes) have partially succeeded, but wg are 
alo aware that many have failed, generally from 
deficiency of the necessary mechanical knowledge. 
It may be thought that such failures affect the in~ 
dividual only, but we would point out that these 
failures are not confined go the individual concern- 
ed or to the Joss of his money; but that they 
affect the public in every instanee in the introduc- 
tion of machinery by the fact of failures having 
occurred. ‘ 

The Exhibition bavitzforced this question on 
our attention we have sought fur a remedy, and 
we would suggest, that whenever possible, as 
in the cases of ‘Tea Planters and Indigo growers, 
&c., that they would be wise to join to share the 
expense of bringing out to this convtry competent 
ani scientific mechanics to eorreet the work to be 
done and thereon to design and construct machi- 
nery for the purpose. 

We think that tor the present such machinery 
would be best construeted in England, and that if 
once sufficient got into English manufac. 
turer’s circles, we should have as many, and as well 
constructed, machines for tea and indigo, as we 
now have for oil and sugar. 

That the establishment of consulting mechanics 
in India would follow quickly on the steps taken. 

If these steps were taken at once the next 
Exhibition will assuredly show a good collection 
of tea and indigo manufacturing implements. 

Finally, looking to the time necessary to obtain 
machinery from England, we would advise that 
at least eighteen months’ nolice be given of the 
next Exhibition. 

We would advise that the Exhibition should 
provide engine power and steam power separately 
and that the arrangement should be matured by o 
Committee of Engineers, at least six months 
prior to the date of opening.

‘Turre were five prizes offered in this Section, 
but competitors for only two of them. 'Thery was 
no competitor for the best butter worker, nor fog 
the best Gollection of buttor prints, and only one 
for the best country made chutn. One was exhi- 
bited in shed No. 1, not mentioned in the Cata- 
logue, but it was scarcely worthy of the name of 
a churn, 

It is remarkable that there were not more com- 
petitors for these prizes, as the articles for which 
they were offered are of the character which 
Native mistrees can mako very well ata small 
cost, We think enéouragement should be given 
to men of this class to exhibit on their own 
account at any future Exbibition, 

The two prizes competed for were “for. the best 
churh” and,“ for the best collection of earthen- 
ware, glass, or enamelled milk pans.” 

Five descriptions of churns were exhibited, two 
of wood, three of metal ;‘the latter’ provided for 
tha regulation of the temperature of the cream 
while feing churned by means of an outer, cham- 
ber into which hot or cold water could be intro: 
duced as necessary. qe 

A churn exhibited by the Agrictitural Sovisty 
had a thermometer attached ‘to the inaex chamber, 
vial showed be cinpetetute A she ‘oream. 

© principal advantage which the. prite: 
svete’ ¢5 pons Grar nome of he oltre ty 
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faclity it offered for being cleaned ; all the parts 
coild be chsily taken asunder and thoroughly 
vasbed, an arrangement which is always very 
desirable, but in this country it is especially so. 
There were three competitors for the best milk 
pans; of these one collection was of wrought and 
cast iron enamelled by Mosses, ‘I. E, Thomson and | 
Company, one of country-made earthenware by | 
Baboo Heeraloll Seal, and one of European-made | 
earthenware by Mr, Stalkartt. Those of enamel- 
Jed wrought iron were verf nice pans, but we are 
of opinion that for cleanliness, coolness, and neat- 
ness, those of European earthenware ure by far 
the best suited for this country. 
‘The earthenware pans made at Pattragatta are 
excellent specimens of Indian manufacture, 
Ithough the regulations did not permit us to 
award a prize for them, we think the exhibitor 
deserves very great credit and encouragement ; 
and we have no doubt that, after more experience 
in manufacture, he will be able to produce earthen- 
ware of a very superior quality.

Section IX—Miscellaneous Machinery and Tmple- 
ments used in Agricultural and ix Lae preparation 
of Agricultural produce for the Market, 
Seventeen prizes out of twenty-one were com- 

peted for in this Section. There were no compe- 

titors for the prizes offered “ for the best. specimen 
of wooden gates for temporary fencing,” “ for the 

best specimen of galvanized iron fencing, &c.” 

« For the best wroaght iron roof to carry eorru- 
gated galvanized iron or other light material 
suited to the climate.” 

“ For the best dry clay brick machine to be 
worked by steam power.” 

The only one of those prizes for which Native 
workmen were at all likely to compete is that for 
wooden gates for fencing, and as this idea was 
quite new to them, it is not to be wondered at 
that they did not compete. It is, howevor, to be 
rogretted that some patterns were not exhibited, as 
there.is ample room for their use in Bengal, if 
made cheap and easily erected. 

The iron wire fencing and iron roofing could 
only be expected from European manutacturers. 
It is surprising that some specimens were not 
exhibited, but the omission is not a matter of much 
importance, as tho best specimens can be seen on the 
‘Railway works now being carried out in Rengal. 

‘The dry clay brickmaking machine must be 
heavy pe expensive, and a muchine for which 
tlere is not likely to be much demanil in this 
country for a long time, so that it is uot surpris- 
ing that there ware no exhibition, 

Of the larger and moré expensive articles for 
which prizes were awarded in many instances there 
‘wos no competition, or only one specimen. In other 
cases there were only two or three exhibitors. 

‘There was very fair competition for the prizes 
offered for small implements, suck as field hoes, 
pickeaxes, felling tools, pruning instruments, 
draining tools, &c., but they were nearly all exhi- 


levelled ground to dry them on, and carefal hand- 
ling when going into the kiln, bricks can generally 
be made better and more economically than by 
the machine, It was only necessary to see the 
bricks made in this way in the Exhibition Yard 
by Natives from the Akra brick fields to be quite 
convinced on the subject; the bricks made in 
this way were of yory snperior quality, indeed 
equal to any English brick. Tue way in which 
they were manufactnred shows very forcibly what 
can be done by Natives properly taught. They 
were digging the earth with spade, wheeling it in 
barrows on narrow planks, moulding standing up, 
and doing each work really well. 

There were only two brick-pressing machines, 
one of iron and one of timber. The iron one hy 
J. Whitehend is a very complete machine, and 
would be very useful to’ builders requiring sinooth 
bricks, who will not take the trouble of pugging 
and moulding properly. The wooden press ex- 
hibited by Babvo Hceraloll Seal is also a useful 
machine. 

There was only one exhibitor of a straw or hay 
rick stand, Messrs. T, E. Thomson and Company. 
Tho stand was, however, a very useful one, light, 
easily erected, and of moderate cost. 

‘There were only two gramsholders exhibited, 
but they also were cheap and useful articles, 

There were three patterns of iron gates; they 
were uli of very fair quality; that to which the 
prize was awarded is light, strong, and moderate- 
ly priced. 

There were soveral portable forges; that tn 
which the prize was awarded is the finblast. We 
think this the most compact and lasting arrange- 
ment for such forges, 

The forge exhibited from the Shergotty bridga 
works is ingenious and useful: it is a modification 
of the Burmese box bellows. A set of tools of 
Native manufacture exhibited with it are creait- 
able pieces of Native workmanship. 

The various specimens of Native bellows and 
forges exhibited by the Rangoon Committee, 
though hardly portable, fairly came within this 
class ; they and the collection of Burmese imple 
ments generally deserve especial mention ; the 
variety and usefulness of the implements exhibit- 
ed exceed those of any other Native collection 

On the whole we think the Exhibition in these 
Scetions very promising fora first attempt. There 
was no doubt a want of exhibition of Native pro. 
ductions, but with the example of the present ex- 
hibition before them, and with proper instructions 
and encouragement when auother is approaching, 
there is every reason to hope that a great improve- 
ment will be seen.

3, The machine exhibited by Dr. Barry under 
Section V., 185, Series 3, combining the prin- 
ciple of winnowing and sieving, is worthy of 
high commendation. But although we consider 
it right in principle, it is so defective in adjust- 
ment and detail that we eanot award it a prize. 

4, A tea-roasting machine exhibited by Messrs, 
Mackey and Company, No. 492, Roasting being 
the least expensive part of manipulation, greater 
clliciency must be the object aimed at Although 
failing te realize this condition, we consider that 
hy a little more care in construction, and perhaps 
the addition of a wire brash to the spiral blade, 
this object might Le altzined ; or it may be that a 
revolving eylinder on the principle of a coflves 
roasting machine would answer the purpose. 

o. ying Tea —An ingenious model has 
been exhibited by Dr. which, if effective in 
practice, would greatly economise space and time. 
‘The principle is to foree, ata greatly accelerated 
speed, heated carbonized air through tho mass of 
tea, and the effect should certainly be to dry it 
more quickly, but whether more effectively, could 
only be determined by such a practical trial as the 
Judges regret they have been unable to give. 

Before ‘elosing® this Report we beg” to draw 
attention to # Burinese implement for sifting flour, 
which, combining witt simplicity of construction, 
a decided improvement on the hand sieve, realizes 
its peculiar action by mechanical contrivance, 
and by a proper arrangement of the sieves might 
be adapted to the separation of tea.

Tis being the most complete and best oil mill 
exbibited, though not coming within the olyects 
and requirements of the Exhibition, is entitled 
to “ honorable mention” and to the prize named. 
Section XIIL., No. 506.—A Burmese oil mill 
well finished and complete of its kind, but appa- 
rently much the same as the oil mills at present 
used by the Natives of Dengsl, entitled to 
“ honorable mention.” 

Section XIV., No. 520.—Corn or flour mill, 
worked by Steam suited for general use, but too 
expensive to be adapted to the ubjects and require- 
ments of tho Prize List, entitled to “ honorable 
mention.” 

Seetion XVITT., No. 533.—Worked by hand or 
might be by bullocks, suitable for general use, but 
from its high , does not meet the require- 
ments of the Prize List. 

There are also a variety of hand flour mills in 
Sections XIV. and XXII. priced from Rupees 90 
to Rupees 225, in consequence of which they can- 
not be considered as meeting the objects of the 
Prize List, but entitled to “ honorable mention.” 

We regret to say we have not been able to meet 
Mr. Sntherland, the gentleman appointed by the 
Committee to co-operate with usin examining

AcricurturaL Gear axp Haryess. 

Havmic been requested by the Cémmitted. of 
the “ Society for the prevention of cruelty to 
animals” to act on their behalf as Judge in the 
matter of the prize which the Socicty have offered 
for an improvement on the bullock’s yoke 
now used in Bengal, 1 this forenoon, on 
receipt of a note from Mr, Crawford, visited 
the Agricultural Exhibition for the purpose 
of inspecting the competitive articles. My 
anticipation was that Y should have had the ad- 
vantage af acting fagconcert with yourself ond 
the other gentlemen who form the Judges on 
implements, &e., in general, but I regretted to 
find that your visit was already over. 

My duty is, of course, entirely confined to the 
question respecting the yoke, and the adjudgment 
or otherwise of tho Socicty’s prize, it having 
been understood tiiata Member of the Society’s 
Committee should be one of the Judges; and I 
now beg permission to submit to you the impres. 
sion which my inspection of the several articles and 
subsequent information have formed in my mind: 

Lsd.—That none of the yokes or harness fully 
or immediately mect the object desired by the 
Society ; and that I should not therefore be justi- 
fied in recommending the award for them of the 
prize in question. 

2ad4,—That the padded collar, or rest, invented 
by Mr. Niclly, of Chandernagore, and the American 
yoke exhibited by Mr. Ladd, appeared to offer tho 
greatest promise of utility, and are most valuable 
as suggestive of a principle of construction which 
may, by further adaptation or improvement, fure 
nish the required desideratum. 

8rd.—That in most other articles of mechanism 
exhibited on oecasions of this kind, we have the 
advantage of seeing the perfect. machinery or im- 
plements tested by work and application, but that 
in the matter of the bullock’s yoke and harness, 
which are required to meet a variety of consider- 
ations or circumstances, and therefore peculiarly 
demand trial or practical illustration ; this ad- 
vantaze has, of course, not been afforded. 

4¢h.—That until consulting with Mr, Ladd 
{after my return from tho Exhibition) and in the 
absence ‘of explanation of the American yoke, 
I thought Mr. Neilly’s invention, which removed 
the friction of the yoke from the neck of the 
bullock, gave the greatest promise of the object 
sought, but that under the assurance given me by 
Mr. Ladd, whose practical knowledize of these 
things fiends so much weight and value to his 
opinion and advice, I have been led to doubt 
whether the heat generated by the pad, rendering 
the skin tender, may not be a serious drawback to 
its value; and on the other hand the application 
of the American yoke, or an adaptation of it, to 
the carts and cattle of Bengal requires, I think, 
trial to afford assurance that some medium between 
the wood and the skin of the animal is not needful 
to obtain the protection which is required. 

Under these impressions I am led to the con- 
clusion that the prize offered by the Society should 
remain open to future award until opportunity be 
afforded of judging of the merits of the implement 
exhibited, or of improvements upon them by ex- 
periment or trial. 

In the interim I am eure the warmest acknow- 
ledgments of the Society are due to Mr. Ladd, to 
Messrs. Monteith and Company, and Mr, Neilly 
for the. very valuable efforts made in the cause of

‘Wuen it was first proposed to hold an Agricul- 
tural Exhibition in Caloutta, and the Government 
of Indin was asked to give its approval to the 
undertaking, I stated that the advances to be 
made for the objects of the Exhibition would not 
exceed Rupees 50,000, and that the whole of thie 
would probably be covered by the payments to 
be made by the public for admission. I added, 
however, that the object’ was one which, in my 
opinion, was of sufficient” importance to justity 
the outlay of that sum, 

2, The Government of India, considering the 

object to be deserving of cordial encouragement 
and support as one full of future benefit, accorded 
its prompt support and sanctioned the advance of 
Rupees 50,000 for the purposes of the Exhibition. 
The plan of the undertaking expanded consider- 
ably as the ‘details of it came to be developed by 
the Central Committee, and instead of being con- 
fined, as was at first projected, to the Cattle, 
Produce, and Implements of Bengal, it came to 
embrace the Cattle and Produce and Implements 
of several other important Provinees of India, as 
wells Agricultural Machinery of an expensive 
and elaborate kind from Europe and America. 

8. This extension of the plan of the Exhibi- 
tion increased immeasurably both its attractive- 
ness and its utility, but it added considerably to 
its expense. Nevertheless, owing to the generous 
contributions of the publie, the avidity with which 
large nambers of every class of the community 
crowded to the Exhibition, and the good manage- 
ment of the Central Committee, although the 
expenditure amounted to Rupees 1,16,540, the 
receipts, including Rupees 14,700 of ‘outstanding 
assets in course of realization,® 
have come to Rupees 86,027, 

leaving a balance of Rupees 
29,913, or in round numbers Rupecs 30,000, to 
be defrayed by the State. It will be seen from 
paragraph 82 of the Committee’s Report that 
this excess of disbursements over receipts is due 
almost entirely to the expenditure necessary 
for setting up the large Machinery and providing 
steam-power to work it; while on the other hand 
paragraph 28 of the Report shows that the 
amount directly contributed by the public was 
considerably more than was anticipated. 

4, When the results of the Exhibition, as de. 
tailed in the Central Committee’s Repprt, in the 
Prize List, and in the Report of the Judges, are 
duly. weighed—when it is considered how much 
more was accomplishwd than was originally 
designed—when the direct contributions of the 
public, amounting to. Rupees 20,891, (besides 
the sum realized by the sale of tickets,) are taken 
into view—-when it is borne in mind that o far 
larger expense than this‘must have been incurred 
by exhibitors and visitors, and that while Railway 
and Steam Navigation Companies carried pas- 
sengers and goods froe or at a reduced charge, 
many gentlemen, European and Native, official 
and private, gave their valuable time and services 
gratuitously, and exerted themselves in the most 
Prriteworthy manner to forward the objects of the 

ibition—when we remember the great. con- 
course of: Native. gentry from almost all parts of 
India, many of whom had never before left their 
Distriots, and. to whom most of the principal 
articles exhibited, especially in the Maohinery 

Department; were noveland instractive—and when

political, which may be expected to ensuc, nay 
which have ensued, from such a gathering of 
people brought together for the common purpose 
of aiding to promote the agriculture of the euun- 
try,—I think it must be acknowledged that this 
comparatively small sum of three thousand pounds 
has been most profitably and beneficially, aa it has 
been legitimately, expended, 

5. The marked personal interest taken in the 
Exhibition by its Patron, the Viceroy, the part he 
took in the opening ceremony, and’ his frequent 
presence both in the yard and at the steam plough 
trials, afforded the highest encouragement tu ail, 
and contributed in a material degree to impress 
upon the minds of the Native Zemindars and 
other agriculturists the importance und reality of 
the oceasion. I trust I may be permitted to ex- 
press my grateful thanks to His Excellency, and 
also to the Members of His Excellency’s Council 
and the Chief Justice, (the Vice-Patrous,) for their 
contenance and support. 

6, From the Government of India generally ; 
from the Governments of Madras, the Straits 
Settlements, and the North-Western Provinecs ; 
from the Chief Commissioners of Oude and British. 
Burmah, and from His Highness the Maharajah 
of Travancore, the Central Committee received 
most valuable aid, which I desire very thankiuily 
to acknowledge. 

7. To the President and Members of the 
Central Committee, particularly those who took 
an active personal share in the direction and 
arrangement of the various Departments of the 
Show; to the Members of the several Local 
Committees both in Bengal and elsewhere, parti- 
cularly those of Benares and Rangoon; to the 
Agricultural and Horticultural Society of Bengal ; 
to the heads of Public Departments by whom 
assistance was rendered to the Central Committee ; 
to the Railway and Steam Navization Companies 
by whom articles and exhibitors were conveyed 
cither free or on favorable terms to and from the 
Exhibition; to the Judges; to those, whether 
individuals oc societies, who contributed prizes 
and other donations; to the exhibitors, especially 
those who imported valuable Steam and other 
Machinery from England for the purpose; and’ 
to the Executive Officers employed by the Com. 
mittee, the thanks and congratulations of tie 
Government are justly due. These I have already 
expressed in person, and now record. 

8. Especially have these acknowledzments been 
deserved by the Hovorary Secretaries, Messrs: 
J. A. Crawford and A. M, Dowleans, of who: 
indefatigable exertions and judicious management, 
in the midst of other engrossing official avueations, 
I cannot epeak too highly. Mr. Dowlesns’ ex- 
perience at the Great Exhibitions of 1551 and 
1862 was of great value, and he applied it with 
ability and zeal to loeal circumstances, 

9. If I allnde to the detects of arrangement 
which the Central Committee candidly. ac- 
knowlodge in their Report, it is without the 
faintest intention of imputing blame, and sulcly 
with a view to point them out as beacons for the 
future. Considering the novel, experimental, and 
tentative character of the Exhibition ; the expan- 
sion of its scope after the date for holding it had 
been fixed; the absence until a late period of any 
one who had practical knowledge of the details of 
uch an undertaking ; the difficulty of obtaining 

curate and timely returns; the inattention of 
contributors and others to the rales laid down for 
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and other appliances oxisting in the country, it 
may well be a matter ef congratulation that these 
detects were so few and comparatively unimpor- 
tant. Certain it is that they did not, in the 
estimation of the public, interfere with the perfect, 
sueeess of the Exhibition. Whatever mistaken 
impressions may have existed as to the intention 
with which the Exhibition was founded, and it 
must be admitted that these were at one time 
serious and disheartening, there can be no doubt 
that they are now entirely removed; that the 
Native community is now thoroughly eatisfied as to 
the utility of such Exhibicions ; that the attention 
of the Native Zemindars and gentry at large has 
been given, as it never was given before, to the 
concerns of practical agriculture, and that there 
prevails a very general desire that the Exhibition 
should be repeated and become as it were a perma- 
nent institution. I entertain no doubt whatever 
that when the proper time comes for holding 
another Exhibition of this kind, the experience 
now gained will enable those who may have the 
management of it to make it still more complete 
than the first, and that the support it receives 
from the Native public will be many fold greater 
than on this occasion. The valuable suggestions 
made in the last three paragraphe of tho Com- 
mittee’s Report will then no doubt be duly borne 
in mind. 

10, As one instance, among many, of the 
beneficial effects of tlie Exhibition, I may mention 


that I have lately received from a Native Zemindar | 


of Bengal a proposal to establish an Agricultural 
College near Caleutta, together with the offer of a 
donation towards its permanont endowment. 

11. The proceedings of the Central Committee 
are entirely approved and ganetioned. 


12. The Reports of the Judges are of great 
value, and suggest important matter for the con- 
sideration of all who are interested in the 
improvement of the Live Stock and Agricultural 
Products of the country, in the adaptation of 
Enropean Machinery to Indian agriculture, and 
in the construction of special Machinery suited 
to locai wants. The Report on the steam plough 
trials possesses peculiar interest. It is much to 
be regretted that owing to the circumstances 
referred to in paragraph 1% of the Committee’s 
Report the Reports of the Judges on Produce are 
less complete than they should have been. 

13. The impression made upon my mind by 
the Exhibition itself, by the Reporte of the 
Committee and of the Judges, and by such 
indications of general opinion as I have been 
able to gather, is, that in fature it will be better 
to confine the objects of an Agricultural Show to 
Cattle and Produce, and that Agricultural Machi- 
nery and Implements would fiad a more, proper 
place in a general Exhibition of industrial art. 

14. A Cattle and Produce Show is necessarily 
one of short duration, the accommodation it. re- 
quires is of a very temporary and inexpensive 
nature, and the arrangements it requires are 
simple. On the other hand Machinery, Imple- 
mente, and industrial products require, for their 
proper reception and security, expensive aud semi- 
permanent buildings and fittings, and may be 
exhibited to the best advantage for a considerably 
longer time, The Machinery Department of the 
late Exhibition suffered, and was of much less use 
both’to exhibiters and to the public than it ought 
to have been, owing to the ephemeral character 
of the whole affair. It would have been imposible 
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i 
to keep the Live Stock together for pore than 
a week, but a week was much too short & time for 
the Machinery to be seen and to produce its full 
effect on the publie mind, Yet at the end of the 
first week, after the Live Stock had been dispersed, 
a_ general impression prevailed that the Ex- 
hibition was over, arf though the Machinery 
remained on view for some days longer, very few 
people went to eee it, except on the last day, 
when admission was absglutely free. It is obvious 
also that while great qdvantage would arise from 
having annual Shows “or Cattle and Produce, 
there isu little to be gained by such frequent 
Exhibitions of Machinery and Implements. 

15. Again, as regards Live Stock, the expe- 
rience we have gained from the late Exhibition and 
from those held as subsidiary to it in several 
Districts, teaches us that Calcutta is much too 
distant from most parts of Bengal to answer asa 
place of annual Exhibition, and that while annual 
Shows in different parts of the country would be of 
infinite use in stimulating local improvement in 
the breeding and gare of Cattle, and are indeed 
absolutely required for that purpose, a general 
Show once in three or four years at the Presi- 
doncy would suffice for emulation and comparison 
among the breeders ip all parts of Bengal and in 
| other parts of India within reach. 

16. Phe above remark applies in nearly an 
equal degree to cereals and other vegetable 
produce, 


17. What, therefore, I propose is that Local 
Agricultural Shows for Live Stock and the pro- 
of agricultural lvlor should be held annually 
in different parts of the country, The primary 
| object of each Show should be to encourage 
| agriculture and the breeding of Catue in the 
Divisions in which it might be held, but the 
produce of other Divisions should not be excluded. 
J would have one of these Shows every year in 
each Division, not always in the same Distriet or 
in the same place, but in esch District of the 
Division in rotation, and at such times and places 
as from time to time might be considered most 
suitable. It would probably be advantageous to 
connect these Shows with the great annual Fairs 
which are held at differont places on stated days, 
and at which great numbers of people always 
congregate for purposes of tride. The maonage- 
ment of these Shows should be under the general 
direction pf the Commissioner of the Division, 
assisted by such gentlemen as might be associated 
with him for the purpose. For each Show I 
would give a grant of Rapees 8,000 for prizes, it 
being understood that the public would contri- 
bute at least an equal amount, and that even- 
tually these Shows should be self-supporting. 
This would involve at first an annual expenditure. 
of Rupees 80,000 for the promotion agrionl- 
ture in the ten Divisions of Bengal, asum for which 
the object in view is far more than fully adequate, 
and the outlay of which will equally henefit the 
Government and the country at large. The recent 
orders of the Government of India on the Report 
of the Commissariat Commission snggest one 
important advantage to the public service, which 
the institution of annual local Cattle Bhows and 
their due encouragement are likely, above all ether 
Means, to secure, « 

18. As @ necessary complement of these 
annual Divisicoal: Shows, I would Lovee Ceateal 
Agricultural in Onlontta every three 
atthe beginning of January for Live Stock aad 
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Agricultural Produce of every kind, and perhaps 
for simple Agricultura? Implements, but not for 
Machinery. Ploughing matches, however, should 
form an essential part of the Show. These Central 
Shows would, I believe, be self-supporting from 
the outset. The firgt of them should be held on 
the let January 1887, and the local Shows of that 
season would be preparatory and subsidiary to it. 
If I am in India’ at that time, the ground at 
Alipore on which she reeent Exhibition was held 
will be available for the purpose. 

19. For A ‘al Machinery and all other 
roducts of industrial art an altogether different 
ind of Exhibition is required. For this a special 

huilding of aniple dimensions must be erected, 
temporary iu and removable, but substantial 
and og] ble of. receiving large Machines to be 
worked by steam, and of providing room for all 
the fabrics and ‘other products of industry and 
skill that may be collected, after due notice, not 
only in Bengal,‘or even in India, bnt from all 
parts of the world. An Exhibition of this kind 
should be opened about the Ist November, and 
should zemain open for four months, so as to be 











on view during the whole of the cool season. The 
outlay for such a building and for other necessary 
preparations on a proper scale would no doubt 
exceed a lakh, or perhaps tio lakhs of Rupees, 
and though a large proportion of this would 
certainly be recovered by the sale of tickets 
and the disposal of materials, Iam not prepared 
to say that some part of the cost wouid not 
become acharge upon the Government. Still it 
is unquestionable that the country would derive 
vast benefit from such an Exhibition, and if the 
the Government of India see‘ no objection, I 
would propose that it take place in 1869-70, that 
is to say, in little more than five years from the 
resent time, and that hereafter due notice should 
e given, and ample time afforded, both to 
exhibitors and to those who may have the 
management of the Exhibition, to make every 
preparation necessary to ensure success,

I dese 
patched a letter on horse back to the Eanskhally 
Darogah, giving him the particulars up to the 
time’ named, -subsequent to which the Tehsildar’s 
son of the village game to, the factory much 
distressed in mind stating his nephew; our Ameen, 
had been murdered, with two or. three others 
wounded, - the- factory Gomastah severely so, and. 
sthat the ryots had forcibly taken them away to 
the Honskhally Thannah. On getting this further 
‘information I at ‘once sent off another messenger 
on horse: back for the Darogah, as I was alarmed 
that the villagers would rescue’ the body at all 
hazards, which, however, I am happy to say, they 
did not succeed in doing, the Darogah arriving on 
the spot before sunset, and the body was’ sent to 
Kishnaghur during the night. The chowkeydar 
‘of one of the villages has given in the names of 
twenty-nine that committed the brutal assault upon’ 
my servants. his, as yon may imagine, is very 
discournging to our field servants, who state they 
are not safe in the execution of their duty, but

Collector to this effect, and my 
Ameen, on behalf of the Bengal Indigo Company, 

made a petition to the Magistrate of what: had 
taken place, and that is the man, I regret to say, 

that has beon murdered. It appears the ryots, 
at; the time the notices were served, said ina 

determined way they would not sow Indigo, nor 

would they allow it to be own on any of the lands 

belofiging: te their village, so you will observe 

this unfortunete affair, was premeditated, which is- 
to be hoped may tarn ont. bitterly to their cost.

Governor, any further particulars of the occur- 
rence that may have come to your knowledge, and 
also take prompt measures for bringing the persons 
concerned in the affray to justice, and far ascer- 
taining the causes that led to it. For this pur- 
pose the Lieutenant-Governor desires that. you 
should at once proceed in person to the spot if 
you have not already done so. I am further to 
request that you will take measures to prevent any 
further breach of the peace.

In. continuation of my Office Memorandum 
No. 64 of 26th ultimo, I have the honor to report 
that the District Superintendent has arrested and 
forwarded: for trial twenty-<wo persons charged 
with taking a part in the attray which occurred

on the 25th ultimo near the Bagadangah Factory, 
and which unfortunately resulted in the imme- 
diate death of a factory servant named Rari- 
mohun Banerjea, and the probable, though as yet 
not certain, death of a factory cooly named Modhun, 

2. It appears from the police report that on 
the day abovementioned’ a party of coolies were 
sent to sow certain lands near the Village of 
Koomree with Indigo, The ryots of the vil- 
lage attacked the coolics jn a body and beat them 
with latties. The cooljes took to flight, bat one 
of their number, by nam@ Modbun, kas been miss* 
ing since the attack, and dt is supposed that he 
was murdered and his body made away with. The 
villagers then proceeded to the Village of Koom~ 
ree, where the factory Dewan was holding 
eutcherry, and attacked the place. The Dewan 
recvived several blows, and the deceased, Ram- 
mohun Banerjea, was struck a blow on the region 
of the apleen by a lattic, from the effects of which 
he died. The corpse was forwarded to the Station 
and a post mortem examination made by the Civil 
Ansistant-Surgeon, Two other men werdMeverely 
beaten. 

38. As already stated twenty-two persons have. 
Decn forwarded for trial, and the investigation of 
the charges will be commenced this day. 

4, Ihave urged the District Superintendent 
to make every exertion to obtain a clue as to the 
fate of the missing man Modhun, and have autho~ 
rized the offer of a reward of Rupees 100 for such 
information as may lead to the discovery of tho 
man, if still alive, or of his corpse, if he be dead. 

5. ‘The District Superintendent acted with 
energy in the matter, and the subordinate police 
uppear to have been prompt in their proceedings.
